ASHINGTON, April 4.—The pro- 

posed amendments to the Sher- 

man anti-trust bill, as framed 
by the National Civic Federation 
and introduced in the House recently 
by Mr. Hepburn of Iowa, were advo- 
cated today before a subcommittee of 
the House Judiciary Committee by 
Seth Low of New York, president of 
the Civic Federation; Sam Gompers, 
president of the American Federation 
of Labor; A. F. Garretson of Cedar 
Rapids, president of the Order of Rail- 
road Conductors, and Theodore Mar- 
burg of Baltimore. 

That there is strong opposition to the 
proposed measure was intimated by a 
number of telegrams made public by 
Chairman Littlefield of the subcom- 
mittee, from manufacturing and other 
business concerns throughout the coun- 
try. 

Gompers was the principal speaker a! 
the afternoon session, and he sounded 
@ warning that the workingmen of the 
country would not wait much longer 
for the passage of remedia! legisiation. 

Gompers said that, when the labor- 
ing people were considering the anti- 
trust ‘aw, they asked to have it 
amended to so provide that the act 
shall not be construed to apply to any 
arrangements, agreements or combina- 
tions between laborers made with the

This amendment, said Mr. Gompers, 
Was at one time agreed to, but it was 
mot in the b.ll when it passed that 
body. In 1901, he said, a hearing was 
given by the House Judiciary Commit- 
tee on thig amendment. 

“I believe Mr. Littlefield will remem- 
ber that hearing,” continued Mr. Gom- 


pers. 

“I remember it quite well,” replied 
Mr. Littlefield, “I was one of those who 
voted against it.’ 

“Nine voted nst it,” rejoined Mr. 
Gompers, “and some of them are not 
now in Congress,”’ he added. 

“The so-called Sherman anti-trust 
law,” continued Mr. Gompers, “is not 
an anti-trust law; it is an anti-cor- 
poration law. It is a law against as- 
sociated efforts; it is a law something 
like a law which obtained about 2000 
years ago in Rome, that made every 
form of association or organization 
which was not approved by the Em- 
peror unlawful. 

“We favor the enactment of laws 
which shall restrict the jurisdiction of 
courts of equity to property or prop- 


erty rights that neither directly nor 
indirectly shall there be held to be 
any property or property rights in the 
labor of any person.” 

Mr, Gompers reviewed the recent 
court decisions adverse to organized 
labor, but sali that these organizations 
would not be driven out of the coun- 


SECRET ORGANIZATION. 
“You may drive the men and wom- 


cret organizations,” he said. “You 
may drive them into the dark, but they 
are going to organize and remain or- 
ganized. If not in the way you will 
permit by law, they will organize 
in secret, and neither ukase nor in- 
junctions are going io drive them out 
of this country. 

“Suppose you force them to do in se- 
eret the perfectly legitimate human 
activities they have always performed 
I need not say to you, 
gentiemen, that men in the open, 
where they can express their views 
thoroughly, where they can promul- 
gate to the world their thoughts, their 
business, will always be more jnielli- 
gent and circumspect than if they 
were considering the same question in 
secret and where they are freed from 
the criticism of the general public.” 

“I contend for our organizations of 
labor that they are the greatest con- 
servators of the public peace.’ 

It was said that since the decision 
of the Supreme Court in the Danbury, 
Ct., case, seventy-five hatters in New 
Orleans haye been convicted on the 
charges of violation of the Sherman 
anti-trust act in ordering a strike. He 
said he would give the fullest support 
to the purposes of the proposed amend- 
ments, although his organization was 
adverse to the registration of labor 
organizations clause of the bill. He 
aid not think these organizations 
should be required to register to get 
immunity, but thought they should be 
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placed in the same position they occu- 
pied before the Sherman law was en- 
acted. He suggested an amendment 
to the bill under discussion similar in 
terms to the one the labor organiza- 
tions tried to have incorporated in the 
Sherman act when it originally passed

Conductor Bell stated that 
this was easy, and told her that John 
Still was at the throttle.

H Los Angeles Company Closes 
Deal of Big Promise. 


Los Angeles capital is going into the 
abalone and pearl fishing industry in 
| Lower California on a large scale. A 

valuable concession just setured by 
_jocal men, takes in 900 miles of the 

western coast. from Tia Juana to 
|Cape San Lucas and the coast of the 
'€tates of Sonora and Sinaloa from the 
‘mouth of the Colorado River to the

cession are between Magdalena Bay

Wickham, 
treasurer of the Merchants’ Trust 
Company, and J. 8. Bergman, an oper- 
ator in Mexican mines and lands. 

Two of the chief products covered 
by the concession are the abalone and 
-_pearts. As far back as 1855 the Chi- 
were engaged In abalone fishing 
the coast of California—the aba- 
lone beds extending at that time 
south from the Bay of Monterey. Con- 
stant fishing has practically extermi- 
nated the abalone from the coast. The 
west coast of Lower California to- 
day furnishes practically the world’s 
supply of thie fish. 

APRALONE IN DEMAND. 

The dried abalone its esteemed a 
great delicacy by the Chinese, and 
leading Los Angeles and San Fran- 
ciseo commission-houses ‘ave stand- 
ing orders for any amount of the 
pretuct. The present price is 15 cents 
a pound, or $300 a ton. The shell of 
the abalone is used in the manoufac- 
ture of buttons, ornaments, etc... and 
selle for $60 to $100 a ton, depending 
on the size, color and condition. 

The concession gives an absolute 
monopoly of the abalone from Tia 
Juana to Cape San Lucas, a coast of 
9 niles, of which approximately 
per cent. abounds in abalone. In 
some places the abalone ts found two 
and three deep, and the concession 
covers five kilometers, or three miles, 
from shore. 

The abalone of commerce is the 
black abalone, found on the rocks ex- 
posed to the rise and fal! of the tide, 
and the white or yellow abalone, found 
by divers in ten to twenty feet of wa- 
ter—the last-named variety is es- 
teemed for its more delicate flavor 
and commands a higher price than the 
black. Boiling, salting and drying in 
the sun briefly describes the method 
of preparing this fish for the mar- 
ket. There Is also quite a trade in 
the cannel article.

BURROWING IN GROUND. 


Tall Buildings Frequently Have Sev- 
eral Stories Beneath Level of the 
Street. - 


One of the most pronounced features 
of modern buildings, says the Record 
and Guide, i the wey in which they 
are going down into the ground, as 
well as up into the air. Already build- 
ings with four stories below the street 
level are in course of construction in 
several cities. The development of 
subways during recent years is doubt. 
less responsible for this new departure. 
It may be that the sad experience 
of the ancient builders who had the 
contract for erecting the Tower of 
Babel had something to do with this 
new 

The advantage of this sub-bar°- 
ment plan in construction are ji. t 
now being demonstrated in Chicago. 
In that city the Illinois nel Com- 
pany Operates a system of underground 
freight lines. is new arrangement 
sliows them to receive and delivér 
freight and supplies direct from the 
cars, thus avoiding street teaming. 
One of the direct results of a complete 
development of this . plan will be the 
entire disappearance of teaming from 
streets within range of the tunnel. 
This fact of iteelf should be nt 
to recommend the idea. 

As is well known, the foundations for 
@ modern skyscraper must be sunk te 
a considerable depth, even in cases 
where the bullding is not Intended for 
manufacturing or mercantile purposes.

During my three days’ stay in Hart 
I examined every property of promi- 
nence in the camp and my observa- 
tions led me to believe that the proven 
mineralized zone is perhaps three miles 
long by from one to one and a half 
miles wide. The principal showings are 
found in the twe parallel mountain 
ridges, which lie immediately behind 
and to the east of town and run in a 
northerly and southerly course. In 
these ridges are the original Oro Belle 
discoveries, the Big Chief lease on the 
Oro and Oro No. 1, and the Jumbo, 
which was recently acquired by the 
Quartette Mining Company of Search- 
light. It is more than probable, how- 
ever, that the extent of the mineral- 
bearing area will be Increased by work 
which is now going on in other direc- 
tions. 

One and a half miles northwest of 
Hart, on another small ridge which 
crops out of the vailey between the 
town and the railroad track, the Sun- 
rise property is proving well, with a 
defined gold-bearing vein between a 
contact of rhyolite and porphyry.

Smyrna casabas, were all 
we had, but by some happy accident 
the Smyrna casaba got crossed with 
the early Hackensack muskmeicn: the 
result was a melon twice the size of 
either parent, and far sweeter and 
spicier, with a flavor impossible to de- 
This melon is at present known 
as the hybrid casaba. I will, however. 
suggest that we name it the Angelus 
casaba. This melon yields but a lit- 
tle over a pound of seed to a crate, 
and as they are never sold for less 
than $1.50 per crate. and the seed men 
only want to pay 75 cents a pound 
for seed, it is easy to understand why 
the seed supply ts very short. Grow- 
ers who have their own seed I 
doubtless make as -good profits the 
coming season as they did the Iiast. 
I cannot refrain from relating a cou- 
ple of incidents of this wondrous 
melon. One day last summer, while 
walking along Spring street, in pase- 
ing a fruit store, I rd a lady say. 
with reference to this casaba: “What 


are they? Are they any good to eat?” 
The reply came promptly: “Madam, 
they are as tender as chicken, and so 
sweet that you have to have lemons to 
eat them with.” I met an acquaint- 
ance the other day, who at once ex- 
claimed: “You promised to bring me 
half adozenof those melons, and you 
only brought me one, but it was fine. 
I sent a few of the seed to my brother 
in Michigan, and told him that I did 
not know just what the melon was, 
but was inclined to think it a cross 
between a happy thought and an an- 
gel's smile.” Many people have sent 
seed of this melon to their friends 
in the East. and in a few years this 
Southern California production will be 
seattered generally over this conti- 
nent. It will thrive south of the Great 
Lakes, and perhaps a little farther 
north.

representatives of a free people, all 
of whom are entitied to the same 
rights. This is especially true of the 
demand for the amendment of the 
anti-trust law in such a way as to re- 
lieve labor unions from its restraint and 
enable them to work at will injury to 
the trade and commerce of the coun- 
try, or the property and business of 
men against whom any of their mem- 
bers may have a grievance or a cause 
of resentment. e decision of the 
Supreme Court of the United States 
which is treated with most contempt 
and derision is that which held that 
labor combinations are included with 
capital combinations among those that 
are prohibited from restraining trade 
and commerce among the States, and 
which treated boycotting as an wn- 
lawful exercise of the power of such 
combinations. It is openly avowed 
that the chief motive for demanding 
the exemption of labor unions from 
all anti-trust and anti-monopoly laws 
is that they may be able to use this 
infamous and detestable power of the 
boycott for vengeance upon those who 
defy or resist the unions and as a 
deterrent to those who may be dis- 
posed to be independent of them. 
Appropriately and characteristically 
this remarkable document ends with a 
threat, not merely a threat of political 
action against the party now respon- 
sible for national legislation if it re- 
fuses to comply with the demand made 
upon it, but a threat of actual violence 
and dlsorder subversive of all law. 
“We aver,” say these modest memortal- 
iats, “that the party in power must 
and will by labor and its sympathizers 
be held primarily responsible for the 
failure to give the prompt, 


to be within its power.” But they do 
not stop there. They give warning 
that ‘“‘the repression of right and nat- 
ural activities is bound to finally break 
forth in violent form of protest, espe- 
cially among the more ignorant of 
the people, who will feel great bitter- 
ness if denied the consideration they 
have a right to expect at the hands« 
of Congress.”

This melon yields but a lit- 
tle over a pound of seed to a crate, 
and as they are never sold for less 
than $1.50 per crate. and the seed men 
only want to pay 75 cents a pound 
for seed, it is easy to understand why 
the seei supply is very short. Grow- 
ers who have their own seed will 
doubtiess make as profits the 
coming season as they did the last. 

I cannot refrain from relating a cou- 
ple of incidents of this wondrous 
melon. One day last summer, while 
walking along Spring street, in pase- 
ing a fruit store, I rd a lady say. 
with reference to this casaba: “What 
are they? Are they any good to eat?” 
The reply came promptly: “Madam, 
they are as tender as chicken, and so 
sweet that you have to have lemons to 
eat them with.” I met an acquaint- 
ance the other day, who at once ex- 
claimed: “You promised to bring me 
half adozenof those melons, and you 
only brought me one, but it was fine. 
I sent a few of the seed to my brother 
in Michigan, and told him that I did 
not know just what the melon was, 
but was inclined to think it a cross 
between a happy thought and an an- 
gel’s smile.” Many people have sent 
seed of this melon to their friends 
in the East, and in a few years this 
Southern California production will be 
seattered generally over this conti- 
nent. It will thrive south of the Great 
Lakes, and perhaps a little farther 
north. I have no seed for sale.

Prof. W. N. Ferris of Big Rapids, 
Mich., says he doesn't care 20 much 
about algebra and Latin.

Schools should introduce a person to 
himeelf, and after four years in them 
one should be able to shake hands with 
himself, and know who he is shaking 
hands with.” 


Dr. Edward A. Ross of the Univer- 
sity of Wisconsin says ‘‘the largest 
contribution to character that may 
come from the school is the training 
of the future man and the future wom- 
an to do something well and exactly. 
I haye no patience,” he declares, “in 


the policy that exempts a stu- 
dent from i=irksome or <difi- 
cult task. He or she must 
be taught to face and solve these 


things, for they are the conditions 
that must be confronted out In the 
world.”

of whom are entitied to the same 
rights. This is especially true of the 
demand for the amendment of the 
anti-trust law in such a way as to re- 
lieve labor unions from its restraint and 
enable them to work at will injury to 
the trade and commerce of the coun- 
try, or the property and business of 
men against whom any ef their mem- 
bers may have a grievance or a cause 
of resentment. e decision of the 
Supreme Court of the United States 
which is treated with most contempt 
and derision is that which held that 
labor combinations are included with 
capital combinations among those that 
are prohibited from restraining trade 
and commerce among the States, and 
which treated boycotting as an wn- 
lawful exercise of the power of such 
combinations. It i# openly avowed 
that the chief motive for demanding 
the exemption of labor unions from 
all anti-trust and anti-monopoly laws 
is that they may be able to use this 
infamous and detestable power of the 
boycott for vengeance upon those who 
defy or resist the unions and as a 
deterrent to those who may be dis- 

to be independent of them. 

Appropriately and characteristically 
this remarkable document ends with a 
threat, not merely a threat of political 
action against the party now respon- 
sible for national legislation if it re- 
fuses to comply with the demand made 
upon ft, but a threat of actual violence 
and dteorder subversive of all law.

“And yet the increase in pay de- 
manded by labor and granted by the 
railways, under pressure of the pub- 
lic weal, last year was equivalent to 
the issue of first lien certificates for 
more than $2,000,000,000, and added not 
one whit more to the safety and effi- 


nickel-plated cowcatchers. 

“The watered pay roll went into full 
effect April 1, 1907. The accident bul- 
letins for the three months ending 
September 30, 1907, showed the worst 
railway death roll on record. 

“The only thing that could justify 
such an expansion of the labor charge 
upon the earnings of the railways 
would be an increase of 10 per cent. in 
the service rendered by the same labor 
to the public service of the railways. 

“That no such service was posed, 
contemplated or rendered is a matter 
of public knowledge. 

“It may be recalled that the demand 
for an increase in pay was attended 
with a demand, more or less sincere, 
for a reduction in working hours. Had 
this been insisted upon. the watering 
of Labor would have amounted to $,- 
000,000,000 instead of $2,000,000,000. and 
the recession of business in 1907, in- 
stead of being a cloudburst, would 
have been a deluge. 

“In no other country on the face of 
the globe does Labor absorb so large 
& proportion of the gross earnings of 
railways as in the United States. Last 
year, in spite of the unparalleled earn- 
ings, the proportion was 41.54 per cent. 
against 40.03 per cent. for the preced- | 
ing year. In 1906 Labor in Great Brit- 
ain received only 29 per cent. of the 
gross earnings of the rallways and in 
Germany it received 34.7 per cent. 

“In Great Britain the average pay 
of railway employés is approximately | 

per year, exclusive of boys: in 
Germany it is $337. and in the United 
States it is over $640. 

“In the United States freight rates 
are about one-half those on German 
railways, and one-third those on Brit- 

“Outside of Labor the margin for re- 
trenchment in the cost of transporte- 
tion which the railways can control 

practically nil. Therefore the only 
alternative left to them, if the present 
rate of wages is to prevail, is an ad- 
vance in rates.

Union Tailors Lose Strike. 

A long advance towards industria! 
independence has been made at Ithaca, 

Y., by the sturdy resistance the 
employing tailors made to the demands 
of their union workmen. Some weeks 
ago because their employers would not 
agree to certain demands by the union- 
ists they quit work expecting thereby 
to cripple their employers. Other 
workmen were secured and business 
went along. perhaps not as smoothly 
as previously but more satisfactorily 
than if the union demands had been 
conceded. Last week the i § strikers 
prayed to be taken back, and signed 
an agreement with their former em- 
ployers which is an absolute defeat of 
all their demands. Under the new 
agreement shops which up to the time 
of tne strike had been union will now 
be conducted on the open shop plan. 
The wages in force at the time of the 
strike will be put into #neration. 


Another Union Defsat. 

Cigarmakers’ Union No. 188 of 
Seattle has suffered a defeat at the 
hands of the court as seems to be al- 
ways the case when the acts of a union 
result in a large investigation. In this 
case the Cigarmakers’ Union has been 
ordered by Judge EK. Morris 
in the Supertor Court to provide union 
labels for cigars manufactured by Wil- 
liam H. Zieglitz and Charlies W. Zies- 
litz, doing business as the Zieglitz 
Cigar Company. 

In applying for a writ of mandate 
t ar company alleged that it con- 
ducted a union shop, that it em- 
ployed union men and paid union 
wages, and has for a long time been 
receiving union labels to paste on the 
boxes containing its cigars. On March 
1, it is claimed, the Cigarmakers’ Union 
refused to furnish any more bive labe's 
and the cigar company was compelled 
to discharge its union men and to store 
a large number of unton-made cigars. 

The union was ordered to show cause 
why it should not be directed to furnish 
the labels. There was no appearance 
and the writ issued by default. The 
failure of the union to appear and de- 
fend its action was good proof that 
it had no defense and had been simply 
exercising an arbitrary authority. 


Business Men Should Act. 

The resignation of Congressman 
Littlefield of Maine because he cannot 
afford to longer neglect his legal busi- 
ness is a distinct loss to correct legis- 
lation. Being a man of convictions he 
has not hesitated to “speak out in 
meeting’ whenever demands have been 
made for class legislation. In a re- 
cent address before the Metal Manufac- 
turers’ Association of Philadeiphia, he 
spoke of the destructive class legisia- 
tion demanded by the Ameri¢an Feder- 
ation of Labor as follows: 

“There is no excuse for the people to 
be represented in Congress by men who 
can't do what they want to do as Fed- 
eral legislators. There is not a district 
in this country where a man can obtain 
either nomination or election if the 
business men of the district say nay. 
Therefore, if the business men. will! 
wake up (to the responsibility resting 
upon them, the American Congress will 
be terrified by no organization of any 
character, and an ultimatum sent by 


Samuel Gompers will cease to make 
men quake in their shoes.” 
Speaking on the particular subject 


of “The Character of the Class Legis- 
lation Now Demanded,” Mr. Littlefield 
dwelt at length upon a clause in a 
pending bill under consideration by the 
committee on judiclary, which makes 
the right to conduct or carry on busi- 
ness not to be considered as property. 

“This,” declared Mr. Littlefield. “is 
a deliberate attempt on the part of the 
American Federation of Labor leaders 
to have Congress deciare that what 
is now property shall not be property 
and in direct violation o fthe Con- 
stitution, which says that no man shall 
be deprived of his property without due 


process of law.”

Over Two Thousand Million 


Needles Annually. 


‘About Half of Town's Popu- 
lation at Work. 


England, 

2000 million needles are produced each 
year, have a dexterity in their deli- 
cate trade which the manufacturers 
believe is transmitted from father to 


Nearly one-half of Redditch’'s 


13,500 inhabitants are connected di- 
rectly or indirectly with the needle in- 
dustry, and the making of the variety 
of small steel tempered and pointed 
products has been the town's chief 
source of income for nearly 500 years. 
Many of the so-called “needle fac- 
tories,” of which there are forty-two 
im the town directory, have apparently 
little to do with needles of domestic 
wees. Under the broad description of 
needle making is included the manu- 
‘facture of fish-hooks and other pointed 
tempered steel products which have 
Been associated for centuries with 
needie manufacturing. 
The Redditch needle take a 

Geep pride in their old 
end have made thorough historical re- 


search into the origin of their industry | 
whieh has been made a foundation for | 
_ claim that the art of needle mak- 


was first taught the inhabitants 
by the monks of the Cistercian abbey 
Bordesley, which stood on the out- 
skirts of the present town. Since this 
religious house was dissolved in 
this claim, if proved, would give the 
needie makers an antiquity of nearly 
00 years. Since the end of the eight- 
eenth century the bulk of $y English 
needie making industry has been con- 
Centrated in the town. 

There are no peculiarities of climate 
in Redditch that are not common to 
other parts of England, but the neces- 
sity for some handling of the bright 
needles would make the trade 

Micult to carry on in any climate 
Raving a high summer temperature, 
Gnd the Redditch manufacturers expe-

The wages of the needle workers are 
relatively high. the work generally 
meeding considerable and 
neat methodical habits. A large pro- 
portion of women is employed, the 
light and clean character of the work 
being, well suited to their speciaj capa- 
bilities. The workers are wel] housed. 
well clothed, and generally thrifty and 
eelf-respec ting. The trade is of a sta- 
pie character. inevring regularity of 
bmetoyment ard wages. Most of the 
work te done by “tne piece.” The 
modern factories are spacious and wel! 
Yentilatec, warmed, and lighted. The 
usual hours of work are fifty per week.

FOOD VALUE. 


“Staff of Life.” 


Gives Laborer Forty-five Per 
Cent. of Energy. 


This at Nine Per Cent. of the 
Total Food Cost. 


That bread is justly entitled to be 
called the “staff of life” is fully borne 
out by investigations of the United 
States Department of Commerce and 
Labor. This department made an in- 
vestigation to determine the amount 
“normal” tabeor- 
The data obtained fom 
the 11,156 families whose expenses were 
studied showed the average amount 
spent for food by a family consisting 
of husband, wife and five children 
be $329.19 per year. It is interesting to 
note how the so-called normal family of 
the average laborer, which seeme rath- 
er above the normal tn sise, apportions 
its money for food and other necessl- 
ties, says Prof. Harry Snyder of the 
college of agriculture. University of 
Minnesota, in an article in Harper's 
Magazine. Twenty-nine dollars and 
twenty cents is expended for bread, 
flour and cereals; and while the cost 
of the bread is small compared with 
that of other the amount of 
nutrients and energy derived from 
is large. The laborer’s meat bili ts 
the largest of all. He spends $110.50 
per year for all kinds of meat, three 
and a half times as much as for bread. 
His butter costs him about as much 
as his bread, and sugar half as much, 
while about the same sum is spent 
for pone and vegetables as for 
bread. Thirty-eight dollars for 
milk and ogee. ore coffee used 
than tea; about $10 is spent for the 
one, and $5 for the other. Religion, 
charity and tobacco claim nearly 
equal amounts, while intoxicating liq- 
uors come in for a much larger share. 
Labor organizations get about $9 per 
year, while $5.79 is contributed to the 
suppert of State and lecal govern- 
ments in the form of taxes. Stekness 
and death on the average claim $20.54. 
It is quite apparent that bread and 
flour do not form a very large tem 
of the food expense of the normal 
laborer’s family, as only 9 per cent. of 
the cost of the food goes for bread, 
and $1 per cent. for all other food ar- 


ticles.

chemical composition, it is found that 
about 45 per cent. of the energy valve 
of the laborer’s daily ration ts derived 
from bread alone. It is claimed that 
the American laborer is fed, 
clothed and housed than the laborer 
of any other country. He is distinctly 
a bread-fed laborer, inasmuch as near- 
ly halfof the energy of his ration is 
derived from the bread which he con- 
sumes. No other article of food en- 


ters so largely into his dietary or

Speed is a quality the value of which 
is not always recognized, although 
something more than two thousand 
years ago a certain prophet laid em- 
phasis on it. Speed has something 
about it which should appeal. to the 
poetic sense—it is a quality which 
transforms a mildly desirable object 
inte one to be sought after with a high 
price.

Some of them will re- 
main in schools until they are over 20 years of age and 


some of them will be obliged to leave school and seek | 
employment in some way before they are 15. Some of | 


these children will spend their lives in manual labor, 
some will become mechanics, some professional men, 
and some will go into politics. The girls may be em- 
ployed in department stores or as stenographers, or they 
may marry and become housekeepers. 
The above are the differences of purpose to which 
/ these children’s lives shall be put. They come into 
the world with varidts degrees of physical strength, 
with varying mental capacity, varying temperaments 
| and varying tastes. One child's mind is slow and weak: 
One is endowed 
with an excellent memory, another with little or no 
memory at all. One has an artistic temperament, an- 
other a practical one. The analytical, close-reasoning 
mind learns mathematics from arithmetic to conic sec- 
tions with the greatest ease, but perhaps has no capac- 
ity for music or anything artistic. 
side who can do but the simplest examples in arithme- 
- tie may by nature be as prone to sing as a mocking bird 
in the tree, or as capable of painting pictures as th¢ sun 
paints the rainbow in the cloud. 

It will be generally found that by natural instinct or 
the guiding hand of Providence, as you may look at it, 
the young mind will turn of itself in the most natural 
way to those things grasped most easily. The child with 
the musical ear wants to sing and play an instrument. 


The eye which catches the color with which the rising | 


sunbeams gild the dawn or the setting sunbeams the 
evening cloud will with an instinct as natural as that of 
the shepherd dog turn to the things which its tempera- 
ment loves and its ability easily grasps. | 
Schools, schoolteachers, studies and systems of educa- 
tions have existed for countless ages. These things have 


been dealing with the sons of men through all the long | 


periods during which civilization has been developing, 
and here we stand today with these facts all before us 
as they have been standing before our forerunners 
through all these ages. And yet today we are taking as 
little account of the physical and mental capacity of the 
child’s temperament as did the schoolmaster in the day 
when the pupils sat at the feet of old Gamaliel. 

We are just beginning to learn to take account of 
these fundamental and important facts. Dr. Stanley 
Hall of Clark University. speaking before the Congress 
of Mothers at Washington the other day, called atten- 
tion to the time that is wasted upon the “dead lan- 
guages,”’ an instruction which he characterizes as “fun- 
damentally unsound.’ .He says: “These dead languages 


are so terribly dead they are not even ghosts of ghosts, 


shadows of shadows, intangible. evanescent, unreal, and 
the time spent in mastering these ghastly, ghostly 
tongues might so much better be spent in mastering 
something that would become of use to the pupil. Of 
what use is it to a young man, for example, to learn 
Latin and Greek?” 

This educator farther along discriminates, pointing 
out the cases in which the study of Latin and Greek is 
of use. But at the same time he emphasized the greater 
use to most pupils which a knowledge of living lan- 
guages woukil prove. But our contention is not merely 
against requiring pupils to study these languages who 
will never have time enough to become proficient in 
them, or if they do, will never have practical use for 
them in after life. 


Making all allowances for the teacher's earnestness 


and the difficulty of the situation, it is becoming more 
and more evident that allowance must be made for the 
child with no taste and still more for the child with no 
capacity for a given study. An exceedingly sad tragedy 
took place in this city within a few weeks as a result of 
this radical idea in the mind of the teacher that all 
pupils must learn all studies with equal results. It is 
seldom that a little innocent with her own hands termi- 
nates her life in her discouragement, but oh! the sad 
tears that flow from children’s eyes, earnest and ambi- 
tious, but not gifted with the natural talent to compre- 
hend some particular line of study. Denied promotion, 
the child becomes discouraged, lethargic in all studies. 
These discouraged pupils are capable of making wonder- 
ful progress in some branches, but saddened by being 
kept back from inefficiency in one study, the discourage- 
‘ment spreads to the whole curriculum. There are cases 
recorded in the schools of the city of Los Angeles where 
a conscientious, earnest but totally mistaken teacher has 
unjustly marked down pupils in studies where they 
showed great proficiency in order to discourage them 
from paying so much attention to this branch and drive 
them unwillingly to make greater efforts in some branch 
where their natural talents were deficient. 

Here was something worse than failing to take ac- 
count of divine Providence and of the gifts it had be- 
stowed upon the child. ft is a deliberate attempt to 
thwart Providence and to make out of the child some- 
thing that God never intended should be made of this 
one. The reform of our educational system calls for 
taking account first of all of the apparent intention of 
God in the gifts He bestows upon this child and upon 
that and an attempt on the part of the teacher to develop 
the young mind along the lines indicated by patural 
gifts and not to force the currents of the child's life into 
channels in which they were never intended to rua.

PRACTICAL ETHICS. 
ON KEEPING SWEBRT. 


| OTHING is more interesting to the observer of the 
3 development of thought or of mental evolution 
than to see how little by little science verifies cer- 
tain implications in common speech which are unrefiect- 
ingly accepted as relating to some positive moral or spir- 
_itual qualities by the generality of mankind. 
| Thus it is not a mere figure of speech, a touch of sen- 
timent, or creation of idle fancy when we allude to a 
_ particular cast of mind, or form of disposition, to that 
, gentleness of nature and lovable character, to that which 
is agreeable and charmingly delightful in presence and 
personality, as “sweet"—the term applied to what is 
grateful to the taste or pleasing to the senses. For 
_there is no longer a mere literary or ideal sanction for 
its use as regards human beings, but may so be validly 
employed on the ground of scientific fact which estab- 
lishes a real basis for its current application to indi- 
viduals with a preponderance of attractive qualities or 
particularly pleasing psychical features constituting the 
character. For psycho-physieists have demonstrated 
to the complete satisfaction of both rational psycholo- 
gists and to less psychically-inclined chemists, that 
there is a chemicalization of thought, produced by chem- 
_ ical changes in the system; and conversely, certain con- 
_ ditions of mind cause an alteration of the chemical con- 
stituents of the body. 
Hence it would seem that the chemical combinations 
|in nature which produceethe sensations of sweet, sour, 
' salt, pungent, or bitter, have their correspondent effects 
_in the chemical laboratory of the human organism. And 
| the active influences recognized in the production of 
such changes are fear, worry, anxiety, hatred, jealousy, 
envy, anger, malice, covetousness, etc., all of which 
have a direct effect upon the nervous mechanism, and 
circulation of the blood, with temporary acceleration of 
the heart action as in vehement anger or violent hatred, 
with consequent depression, or a state of debility with 
| feeble pulse, rise and fall of temperature, nervelessness, 
'and loss of vitality, symptoms usually accompanying or 
following the psychical disturbance of fear, anxiety or 
excessive worry that also cause the parched throat and 
what is known as a bitter taste in the mouth. 

So, too, with unconquered disappointment, prolonged 
grief, remorse, or brooding over actual) failure or pos- 

sible calamity; these states of consciousness may in 
time so change the chemical condition of the body as to 

give rise to that moral and spiritual deterioration of 
which we speak as “bitterness of soul.” And everything 
that persons so affected do smacks of the bitterness : 
'with which they are permeated. You may indeed “taste” ; 
their rancor without touching the embittered individu- 
als, for the bitter efluvium escapes from their manner, ; 
their words, their deeds, their presence, just as the - 
essence of myrrh is perceptible about the root in which 
it is generated. 

Again, other little, selfish, peevish, weak and morose 
| Matures undergo frequent changes in their chemical 
composition of body and mind which eventually result 
in what might be termed a “hyper-acidity” of temp-«ra- 
ment. And the tart tone, the puckered mouth of acer- 
_bity, the squeamish look, will readily indicate that here 
| you have the “sour” man or weman, him or her who has 
let the precious wine of life turn to vinegar; or one in 
whom the milk of human kindness has been carelessly 
left to curdle. 

However useful in the chemical laboratory of nature 
may be all the various elements of sweet, sour, pungeat, 
bitter, etc., which combined in proportional ratio so as 
to form the chemical compounds necessary to the com- 
position of specific products whose normal properties 
may be sweet or sour in varying degrees of these quali- 
ties, or of different kinds of bitterness; however much ; 
all the numberless chemical combinations agreeable or : 
disagreeable may be. needed to the fullest peffection of 
the forces of life as a whole—when acrimony, not sweet, 
when severity tainted with bitter astringency, become 
the predominant states of thoughts or habitual condition 
of mind—then both psychical and physical health de- 
mand a modification or neutralization of the prevailing 
sharpness of tone or caustic temper through mollified 
feelings, kinder thoughts and gentler acts, which will 
give the touch or taste of eweetness to the disposition. 

Let lemons retain their acidity, let wormwood pre- 
serve its acrimonious nature, let salt remain of saline 
character, and let the wild beast set up its jungle howl, 
but to us of the human species who are alj] 1 none of 
these—nor mineral, plant, or animal alone, but human 
and divine—it is given so to blend the elements of our : 
being as to give rise to that beneficent force, that gra- 
cious charm and unmistakable good intention toward all rs. 
co-existent life in the world, so to cultivate that spirit 
of friendliness and cheerful courtesy as needs must ema- 
nate from the source of elevating good nature. The to- 
tality of these elements in character combined we aim 
to suth up in the single word “sweet!” Pity the term 
should be so degraded as is commonly the fact when it 
indiscriminately employed to designate any indescrib- 
able feeling evoked by the most trivial or inappropriate 
object.

Entebbe is situated on Victoria Nyanza, 175 
miles across the lake from Port Florence, and Kampala 
is about twenty-five miles away back in the hills. The 
road between the two places has been laid out and 
improved by the British, and it is now one of the fine 
drives of the world. The roadway is about thirty 
feet wide. It is as hard as stotie and as 
smooth as a floor. The grass and weeds are kept out 
of it, and there are ditches at the side, with culverts 
here and there to carry off the water. The streams are 
crossed by bridges, and the whole twenty-five miles is 


as good as the beach drive along Rock Creek in Wash- | 


ington, or any of the roads at Central Park. Indeed, the 
only native highways that will compare with it are those 
of Java, the labor upon which is done in much the same 
Way. 


A Land of Good Highways. 

| Uganda is a land of good roads. This country is about 
as big as Kansas, and it has thousands of miles of na- 
tive roads, each ten feet or more in width. This is dif- 

ferent from the other countries of Africa. 

The most of the native territories are accessible only 
by footpaths, which wind in and out about the trees 
and around the stones and logs, permitting passengers 
to travel only single file and on foot. This is so in the 
most of German East Africa, in British East Africa and 
in the Congo Valley. It was over such roads that 
Stanley went; and Livingstone and the other great Afri- 
, can explorers made their way through such paths. 

These roadways are one of the greatest signs of 
Uganda's civilization. They go up hilj and down vale, 
crossing the streams and swamps on bridges and cause- 
ways. 

Since the British took possession of the country they 
have improved these native roads. They are building 
others, and one can now go in a jinriksha, pulled by na- 


miles. I understand that there is even a road to Gon- 
dokora, which lies in the Soudan on the other side of 
Uganda. That place is the terminus of steam naviga- 
tion on the Nile, so that I could go by jinriksha from 
here to that point and thence by steamboat and rail 
the Mediterranean. ee 


Where Women Work the Roads. 


All the roads of this country are kept up by the na- 
tives under the direction of their chiefs, although back 
of the chiefs are the British officials, who work through 
them. Every person in the country, male and female, is 
subject to one month's work during the year, as a road 
tax. We think it a heavy burden if we have to pay for 
one day’s work on the roads, but here every one is sup- 
_ posed to work a whole month. Each chief is responsible 
for the roads of his territory :and he calls upon every 
householder for the requisite amount of labor. The 
householder as a rule sees that the most of the work 
is done by the women. This I found to be the case all 
the way from Entebbe to Kampala. Everywhere there 
were girls down on their knees pulling out weeds, or 
bending over and smoothing the roadbed with short- 
handled native hoes. In one or two places men were at 
work, but as a rule the rough labor was done by bare- 
shouldered, bare-armed and barefooted females clad in 
bark clothing. Now and then I stopped on the way to 
watch them, and once took a snap shot of a shaven- 
headed maiden with a native hoe in her hand. 


American Jinrikshas. 


It is an odd experience to travel through the African 
wilds in a jinriksha, but that is what I did on my way 
here from Entebbe. This vehicle was originally the in- 
vention of an American missionary who lived in Japan. 
It took so well there that a great part of the travel of 
that country is now done in it, and it has since spread 
from Japan throughout the far east. We have it in

prising American firm has taken to manufacturing them 
for export. Those used here are of American make.

Costly Orchids 


DANGER ENCOUNTERED HUNTING 
THEM IN TROPICAL WILLDs.

chids have been received by the government's 

flower men in Washington. These valuable orchids 
come from the tropic islands of Spain's colonies, or at 
least colonies that Spain did own, though now pos- 
sessed by the United States. 

Orch hunting and collecting began as far back as 
1830, and now millions of dollars of capital are invested 
in orchids and in paying men who are nervy enough to 
go out into the wilds and hunt them. Men who go in 
search of them do so at great risk to their lives. Some 
few of the hunters are scientific experts, but the major- 
ity of orchid hunters are men who are in the business 
for the sake of revenue only. The flowers of the air 
command a high market price, and as much as $5000 has 
been paid for a single specimen. Both here and abroad 
there are collections which run well up into the hun- 
dreds of thousands. One grower has refused $5000 for a 
single plant. It was seedless and could be multiplied 
only by the tedious process of rooting leaf cuttings. 


R some rare and costly specimens of or-— 


This grower saw his profit in such multiplication and. 


preferred to sell 100 plants at $1000, even though he had 
to wait some years to do it. The money is sure to come 
to him, for such specimens are very rare. 


Usually the hunters go to a tropic port, engage fifty to 
100 natives, buy all manner of supplies, and strike 
straight into the interior, the very wildest section. 
Often the men carry everything. Sometimes there is a 
bullock train, or even a train of bullock carts; but that 
is not practicable in the true virgin tropics, wherein the 
hunters find their most valuable and choicest treasures. 


It is said that sometimés the hunters find trees 300 
feet high, literally cofered with orchids, or maybe a 
half-dozen different species, each growinginitsown dis- 
tinct zone or altitude. Some flourish only upon the upper- 
most airy boughs, others run riot over the*big crotches 
where the branches come together, still others ring with 
blossom the mossy boll, running up, may be, 200 feet 
to the lowest limb. Sometimes the tree is the fetish of 
the wild men around about. In that case, woe to the 
sacrilegious outlanders who lay hand or foot upon it! 
More than one expedition has been massacred for that 
cause. The destruction of such a tree scattered and dis- 
persed one of the savagest of native tribes. 


Their titular tree stood in sort of a a glade; it had 
been seen by several hunting parties, but none of them 
dared touch it. When they went home their accounts of 
it so wrought upon the fancy of the Englis# collector 
that he offered an almost fabulous sum for a section 
of the flower-wreathed trunk. Next year the orchid 
hunters found the native tribe at war, and taking advan- 
tage of the diversion, cut down the tree and sent a seg- 
ment down to the coast, where, after many trials and 
tribulations, it was got safe aboard ship, and in the 
end was the season's wonder in a London conservatory. 
The native worshipers coming back to find what havoc 
had been wrought, at once decided that their god had 
deserted them in anger, hastened to make peace, and 
ended by going in a mass to live at the other end of their 
island. 

Orchid hunters are attacked by other than human 
enemies. One flower, especially beautiful and of the 
most exquisite fragrance, grows only in the treevops, and 
so high that it is found only by scent, not sight. Wher- 
ever it grows, it is overrun by ant swarms; red ants 
not very large. but warlike and with poisonous stings. 
The minute a tree trunk is made to tremble beneath ax 
strokes these ants swarm down and attack the cutters 
most viciously, forcing them to suspend work. A more 
curious thing is that the flowers will not live and bloom 
away from the ants. Boughs overrun with their roots 
have been submerged until the ant colonies were 
drowned, then packed and shipped with the rest, and 
though given everything that the most finicky orchid 
could ask, in the way of light, heat, and moisture, they 
have drooped and pined away to die of inanition.

But 
this periodic variation of the earth's temperature is too 
great to be accounted for by the mere darkening of the 
sun by sun spots alone, and there seems to be something 
associated with the spotse—such as the sun's atmosphere 
becoming less transparent when the spots are most nu- 
merous.” 

“How is our weather affected by these changes in 
the sun?” 

“From our study of variations of the thermometer at 
fifty scattered stations of the world it appears that 
changes in the sun's radiation produce well-marked and 
recognizable changes of temperature over the continents. 


| Fluctuations of 5 per cent. or less in the amount of 


solar radiation occur so rapidly—often within ten-day 
periods or thereabouts—that they do not produce much 
apparent effect on weather, because the earth's great ca- 
pacity for heat makes it respond sluggishly. But we 
have noted changes of 10 to 15 per cent. in solar radia- 
tion, which continued long enough to make marked dif- 
ferences in temperature. In February and March, 1903, 
we found the radiation of the sun 15 per cent. higher 
than in the preceding and following months. Our ex- 
pectation was prevailing warm temperatures. Such 
were, in fact, recorded for these months very generally 
over the world. 

“We find that the average temperature of inland dis- 
tricts falls off 4 degrees Fahrenheit when there is a de- 
crease of 10 per cent. in the sun's radiation, followed by 
a recovery of intensity within about a year. But we find 
that the sun's changes affect the temperature of places 
on the seacoast and on sea islands only from one-half 
to one-third as much as they do that of inland regions. 
This is because the sea is warmed much deeper than 
the land by the sun, and having therefore a much 
greater capacity for heat, responds more sluggishly to 
changes of the radiation of the sun.” 

“Won't our system of weather forecasting be greatly 
changed by these discoveries?” 

“In order to thoroughly test the connection between 
solar changes and the variations of our temperatures 
daily observations must be made at a few favorable sta- 
tions established in cloudless localities and adapted to 
obtain accurate measurements of the sun’s radiation. 
From occurrences similar to that of 1903 it is believed 
that investigations like ours will prove of value in wea- 
ther forecasting. We have perfected and tried the meth- 
ods of observation and have obtained sufficient evidence 
of considerable solar changes to make it worth while to 
go on getting a complete record of the sun. It now de- 
pends upon the cleverness of meteorologists to put it to 
use. Since the observations of the sun, if to be used 
for forecasts, must be made nearly every day in the year, 
we can't expect success unless we have separate summer 
and winter stations where the weather is cloudless dur- 
ing their respective periods of observation. The wiutter 
station should be located in the southern hemisphere, or 
perhaps in Mexico. Our information to date is suffi- 
cient to warrant the beginning of the work on these 
lines, and it is gratifying to find that meteorologists of 
India and Australia, as well as of our own country, are 
expressing much interest in the results we have ob- 
tained.”

The surviving war 
chiefs, therefore, are interesting relics of the past, re- 
minding us of what the Indian hag been, rather than in- 
dicating what he will be in the future. The days of the 
Indian wars already seem so remote that it gives one a 
shock of surprise to Jearn that the roll call of the living 
war chiefs is stil] so long. On the Standing Rock res- 
ervation, North Dakota, there are six, known by the 
names Grasse, Mad Bear, Chiaka, No Heart, Black Bull 
and White Bull. On the Pene Kidge reservation, South 


Dakota, there are also six, belonging to the great Ogal- 


ala division of the Sioux nation. Their names are Red 
Cloud, American Horse, Short Bull, Bad Wound, Rocky 
Bear and Yellow Bear. These are the last of the red 
commanders whose savage warriors used to terrorize 
the plains and ravage the settlements east of the Rock- 
jes. Most of them were only sub-chiefs, whose voices 
were of minor importance around the council fires. Red 
Cloud alone ever attained the dignity of head chieftain- 
ship over all the Sioux. 

Although Red Cloud lived to see his fame eclipsed by 
that of Rain-in-the-Face, Crazy Horse and Sitting Bull, 
he doubtless regeives consolation from the fact that he 
has seen them all buried. Rain-in-the-Face died Sep- 
tember 12, 1905, at his home on the Standing Rock res- 
ervation, confessing on his deathbed that he had slain 
Gen. Custer with his own hand—an evi] distinction that 
had long been accorded to Sitting Bull. That notorious 
old faker took part in the Minnesota massacre of 1862, 
and spent his life looking for trouble. He was one of 
the leaders of the Sioux war of 1876, and was the cause 
of the latest serious outbreak of his people, starting the 
Messiah craze of 1890, which came to an end with his 
death at the hands of the Indiap police, December 15, 
1890. 

Of Sitting Bull's sub-chiefs, John Grasse and White 
Bull are the most noted survivors. Both participated in 


the campaign against Gen. Crook in 1876, and in the-

Red Cloud was born in 1822 or early in 1823, on the |

who was also a noted warrior in his day: but this fact 
gave him no real standing or influence. In order to 
make his voice heard around the council fires, and to 
attract an important following of warriors, it was neces- 
sary for him to distinguish himself by deeds of personaf 
valor. 


He went on the warpath when only 14 years old, and 
gained some prestige almost at the beginning of his ca- 
reer, but did not win much renown until about 1850. At 
that time, the Ogalala Sioux in the neighborhood of 
Fort Laramie were divided into two hostile factions, 
known as the Bad Faces and the Cut-Offs. Red Cloud 
was chief of the former, and Bull Bear of the latter.

CHAPTER IV. 
WAGING WAR IN A NEUTRAL COUNTRY. 


E have traced in a previous chapter the growing 
influence of Japan in Korea, from 1894 to the end 
of 1903; how she gradually, but effectively as- 

sumed the reins of power, and reduced Korea and her 
Emperor to be mere puppets in her hands, and sent 
Japanese coolies by the thousands to colonize Korea and 
subjugate the Koreans. We have seen how the Korean 
Emperor fled to the Russian legation, and practically 
forced upon Russia the taking of an interest in his out- 
raged government. How Japan, jealous and angry, pre- 
pared for war, recognizing that an important obstacle 
had been placed in front of her plans of expansion. I do 
not mean, in this presentation of the case of Korea, to 
pose Russia as a liberator of Korea from the enemies 
that surrounded her. Russia also was ambitious, and, 
having power in Korea offered to her, is it to be won- 
dered at that she began to see visions of having at least 
a friendly power, if not a tributary one, between her- 
self and the ambitious Japanese? But Russia did not 
want war; in fact, it was in every way to her interest 
to avoid it. Her important desires, an ice¢ree port and 

‘a railroad right of way connecting it with the Siberian 

Railroad, had been secured, and the railway built. Rus- 

sia had everything to lose and nothing to gain by a war, 

and positively refused to allow herself to regard war as 

a possibility; in fact, she despised the Japanese too 

— to think of them or their plans, sanely and so- 
ly. 

Early in January it became evident to every one ex- 
cept to the Russian foreign office and their representa- 
tives in the Orient, that war was imevitable. Mr. 
Pavioff, the Russian representative in Seoul, abso- 
lutely refused to believe that war was possible 

‘until war had been actually declared, and Japa- 

nese troops landed on Korean soil. He should 
have had some reason to change his mind by 
the interruptions of his communications with St. 
Petersburg, but this even did not seem to worry 
him. Russia was seriously handicapped by having no 
way of telegraphing to Korea except through Japan. 
Russia had attempted to connect the Manchurian tele- 
graph system with the Korean lines, and had in fact 
actually connected them, but the Japanese had sufficient 
influence with the Korean authorities to have them re- 
moved. Consequently the only route that cable mes- 
sages could leave Korea was by the Japanese cable from 
Fusan to Shimonosaki. The history of this line is 
shrouded in mystery, but it was built by the Japanese 
and operated by them, and they managed to ward off 
any competition. From Shimonosaki the messages went 
overland to Nagasaki and there joined the line of the 
Great Northern Telegraph Company (Danish,) and so 
on to Europe. Thus Japan had a powerful weapon in 
her hands during these eventful months before the war, 
and there is not the slightest doubt but that she made 
the best use of it she could. With utter disregard to her 
duty as a “common carrier” of communications between 
Korea and the rest of the world, she delayed messages, 
altered them to suit her censors, and even suppressed 
them entirely. She did these things carefully, so as not 
to arouse suspicion, but many claims for damages were 
made by merchants for untransmitted and delayed mes- 
sages, and generally paid to avert adverse criticism. 
This tampering with the public and private communica- 
tions between a neutral power and the rest of the world, 
has never received the attention of the powers that it 
deserved. Japan, by assuming this service, and joining 
it to the Danish system, certainly owed faithful service 
to the world in general, and had no business to regulate 
it to suit her convenience. 

Although the rest of the world knew that commupnica- 

tions were being tampered with, Mr. Pavioff did not 
seem to appreciate it until the end of January, when he 
ordered the Variag and the Koreitz from Port Arthur 
to Chemulpo to be used if necessary to carry dispatches. 
This tampering with the communications to and from 
neutral country in time of peace is here given in ex- 
tended form as an example of the so-called open-handed 
methods of the Japanese which were so glowingly rep- 
resented to the western people and compared with the 
manufactured evidence of Russia's shady methods. 
Japan later denied that she tampered with telegrams, 
but the evidence is against her, and any amount of proof 
can be shown to settle this question against Japan. 
_ Mr. Pavioff did not use his new means of communi- 
cation until February 8 when he ordered the Korefltz, 
the smaller and the slower of ‘the two ships, to carry dis- 
patches to Port Arthur. This was two day before war 
was declared, and of the seriousness of the conditions 
Mr. Pavioff had no knowledge. Soon after the Koreitz 
passed out of the harbor, she sighted the Japanese fleet 
under Admiral Uriu, and finding that he could not pass 
the Japanese, the Russian commander returned to Che- 
mulpo, after having been fired upon by the Japanese 
torpedo boats. Two days had passed since diplomatic 
relations had been broken off and Mr. Pavioff knew 
nothing; in fact, still considered the war an impossibil- 
ity. Several breaches of international law had mean- 
while been committed by the Japanese. Admiral Uriu 
chad started with his fleet, and transports filled with sol- 
diers, for the purpose of occupying Korea before diplo- 
matic relations had been broken off, and nearly a week 
before war was declared. Korea, a month before, had 
announced her neutrality, in case war broke out, and 
her action had been approved by Japan. Also on Feb- 
ruary 5 several smal] Russian merchant vessels had been 
captured by the Japanese in the Korean Strait, and were 
later condemned by the Japanese prize court. War

As soon as the Koreitz arrived back in Chemulpo, her 
commander found that the commander of the Variag 


the Russian Consul of what had happened, and how he 
had been forced to return. The Consul vainly attempted 
to telegraph and telephone to Seoul, to Mr. Pafloff, and 
finally sent a native runner with the news, and this was 
the first received in Seoul, by the Russian authorities, 
the other legations, or even the Korran officials. Un- 
doubtedly the Japanese there were better informed. 


The night of February 8-9, 1904, wae an exciting one 
for Korea. In Seoul the disturbing news passed rap- 
idly, and all were anxious and excited. In Chemulpo 
the Japanese transports were unloaded, and morning 
found the soldiers in complete control, and ready 
to move on to Seoul. Early in the morning the 
Japanese Consul sent to the Russian and British Con- 
suls, the only two in Chemulpo, an ultimatum from Ad- 
miral Uriu that he would give the Russian ships until 
noon to leave the harbor, and if they were not out by 4 
o'clock he would come in and sink them where they 
were. This was a most remarkable statement, as 
Chemulpo was a neutral harbor, even had war been de- 
clared, and the consuls at once notified the commanders 
of all the war vessels In the harbor. These vessels 
were, in addition to the Variag and the Koreitz, the 
Talbot (British,) the Pascal (French,) the Elba (Ital- 
ian,) and the Vicksburg (American.) The commanders 
of the neutral men-of-war met aboard the Talbot to de- 
cide what action should be taken in view of this contem- 
plated breach of international law. 


The commander of the Vicksburg attended this con- 
ference, and informed the other commanders that he 
had received instructions to remain neutral in case trou- 
ble occurred, and that he did not fee] that he could even 
remain for the conference. He then left and moved his 
ship to another anchorage, where he would be safe if a 
battle occurred in the harbor. This action by the Amer- 
ican commander was keenly felt by the Russians, who 
had always looked upon the Americans as their especial 
friends, and it will be years before the incident will be 
forgotten. True, it would not have made a particle of 
difference, one way or the other, what the American 
commander did, but the spirit of the matter hurt the 
Russians, and greatly surprised them. It can well be 
understood that the would be 
likely to have orders to take no part in any 
trouble between the Japanese and the Russians, 
but it is dificult to understand how this could 
be stretched to cover non-interference with a plan, which 
Japan had in mind, and which contemplated such a 
gross breach of internationa) law, as the entering of a 
neutral port, in time of peace, and engaging in a battle 
among the foreign and neutral shipping. The action of 
the commander of the Vicksburg was on the side of 
safety, to say the least, but one cannot help wondering 
what «a John Paul Jones, a Farragut, or a Dewey would 
have done under the same circumstances. 

This reminds the writer of an incident in the Boxer 
war, when a similar plain and important duty was 
avoided by a naval authority by literal compliance with 
swivel-chair orders from Washington; orders that prob- 
ably were general in their intent, and allowed opportu- 
nity or conservatism, as the spirit of the officer on the 
ground might decide. In 1900 the fate of the foreign- 
ers in Peking and Tientsin, among whom were many 
Americans, hung on the chance of speedy relief from the 
warships off the mouth of the Peiho. The troops could 
not be landed unless the Taku forts were captured, thus 
forcing an opening to Tientsin. There were in the river 
small gunboats, one each, of England, Germany, Japan, 
France, Italy and the United States. The commanders 
of the five first named were ordered to attack and cap- 
ture the forts, but the American “senior officer present” 
refused to allow the commander of the Monocacy to 
take part, although the lives of hundreds of Americans 
hung in the balance. Commander Wise of the Monocacy 
begged with tears in his eyes to be allowed to do his 
self-evident duty, but the rear-admiral on the flagship 
would not allow it. Fortunately the gorts were success- 
fully stormed without the aid of the Monocacy. Strange 
to say, when the rear-admiral returned home, he was 
commended for this action, which was universally con- 
demned by every one, of every nationality who was on 
the ground and knew the facts. The writer can speak 
feelingly, because if this policy of the American senior 
in command had been followed by the other officers, he 
would have now been dead, seven long years. 

But to return to Chemulpo and 1904. What occurred 
at the conference of the three commanders has not been 
published in detail, but it is known that the officers de- 
cided that Japan was going to commit a gross breach 
of international law, and that the Russian ships should 
be given every aid in the power of the three command- 
ers. A message was sent to the Russian senior-in-com- 
mand notifying him of the action taken, and the Talbot, 
Elba and Pascal cleared ship for action. But the Rus- 
sian commander sent back word to the other command- 
ers that he could not involve the powers represented in 
his trouble, and anyway, that he did not consider that 
he could well refuse to meet the Japanese and make the 
best fight in his power, consequently he would go out 
of the harbor. In the meantime a British launch had 
been sent to the Japanese fleet carrying a protest against 
the proposed action of the Japanese: but whether this 
launch ever reached the Japanese fleet is not known ex- 
cept to the English and the Japanese, and they have evi- 
dently been given instructions to say nothing concerning 
the incident. 

The commander of the Variag ordered the commander 
of the Koreitz to remain in the harbor and destroy his 
ship, while the Variag made an attempt to escape, but 
the commander of the Koreitz begged so hard to be al- 
lowed to accompany the Variag and take a part in the 
battle that permission was given, but by this all chance 
that the Variag may have had to escape, on account of 
her speed, was gone, as the Koreitz was old and slow. 
The Japanese fleet consisted of seven large warships and 
a number of smaller ones, and they concentrated their 
fire on the Variag, paying no attention to the Koreitz. 
In time the Variag was disabled and turned back to the 
harbor with the Koreitz; once inside the Variag was

In “Colonial Records of 
New York,” Prairie du Chien is described as “a great 
mart, where tribes from the most remote branches of 
the Mississippi annually assemble, bringing with them 
their furs to dispose of to the traders.” 


In 1835 society was keeping pace with trade and com- 
merce. Many brilliant functions generally referred to 
as “military balls” took place at Fort Crawford. Forty 
miles down the river were the growing cities of Du- 
| buque and Galena. The best biood and brain of the 

land had been attracted there by the lead mines. Many 

had “struck it rich,” and dkin't care for expenses. 
, Money came easy and the miners spent it like kings. 

The young people would charter a steamboat at Galena 

and drop down the Fever River to its confluence with 

the Mississippi; after rounding the bluff the boat would 
halt at Duniieth on the east and Dubuque on the west 
side and take on board the young people of their set. 

It was only a short ride on a fast packet up the river to 

Fort Crawford. Arriving there, the young people were 

royally received. Stately introductions followed. The

| After the grand military procession had marched and 
,countermarched before Col. and Mrs. Taylor, the hosts,

Just as the sun 
would be rising above the high biuffs that concealed the 
river, the boat would tile up at the Galena wharf, the 
young bloods would ecatter to their homes. In like 


manner, return balls would be given by the elite of Ga- | 


lena and Dubuque in honor of the officers and ladies of 
the post. 

The Taylors intended to eclipse all of these functions 
on the Fourth of July, 1835. Prior to that date Lieut. 
Davis had plighted his troth to Knox Taylor, and they 
wére engaged to be married. Her father had given a re- 
luctant consent, and it was understood in the family that 
the wedding should be a surprise to the assembled 
guests. The patriotic character of the day was intended 
to lend dignity to the event and give it a military and 
national flavor. The usual formal invitations had been 
sent out early in June, and nothing else was talked of 
or considered worthy of conversation from that time on 
to the festal day. The young ladies of Galena and Du- 
buque discussed and decided what each one was going 
to wear; and the all-important matter of gentleman es- 
cott was settled. The Misses Taylor. accompanied by 
their brother Richard, went all the way by boat to St. 
Louis to purchase the latest fashions and at the same 
time to buy a trousseau for Knox's wedding. During 


their absence, a courtmartia] was held at the fort. It 


is not pertinent to this romance to inquire into the sub- 
ject or name of the officer involved. It is sufficient to 
say that Col. Taylor had selected Lieut. Davis to act as 
one of the three members of the court, he, himself, of 
course, being one of its members and the presiding offi- 
cer. It was expected of the young lieutenant that he 
would vote with Col. Taylor on every proposition; but 
he did not. He dared to gisagree with his suferior offi- 
cer, and voted according to his own best judgment. Col. 
Taylor raged furiously over it. He called Davis an up- 
start, an ignoramus in military matters, threatened to 
report him to the War Department and have him re- 
duced to the ranks, put in irons, and to do to him many 
other awful and profane things. When Davis calmly at- 
tempted to justify his vote and to give the reasons for 
it, “Old Rough and Ready” became still more furious, 
and told him his engagement with Knox was cancelled, 
that he withdrew his consent, and that the marriage 
should never take place. 


From that time forth, the angry old colonel never 
spoke to Jefferson Davis again until the Battle of Buena 
Vista, which was fought on February 23, 1847. In that 
narrow defile near Saltillo, Gen. Taylor with only 4600 
men defeated Gen. Santa Anna and his army of 20,000 
men. Jefferson Davis, then colonel of a Mississippi reg- 
iment, fought with conspicuous skill and daring in that 
awful carnage, and won the heart and admiration of 


“Old Zach.” On the field of battle, the grim old father- 


in-law gave him his hand—they embraced, and the past 
was forgiven. But we are anticipating our story. 
Although the stern old father did not speak to Jeff, 
there were many clandestine meetings. many whispered 
conversations between Jeff and Knox.

Still, 
she never authorized its publication in her lifetime, be- 
cause of the very confidential part which she and her 
family took in it. 


Knox Taylor attended the ball, of course, and so did 
Lieut. Davis. She was handsomely gowned and radi- 
antly beautiful. In his new uniform, made for the oc- 
casion, the handsome lieutenant looked her equal in ev- 
ery respect. All exclaimed as the distinguished couple 
advanced arm in arm at the head of a column of dancers 
and gravely saluted Col. and Mrs. Taylor: “How well 
they are matched! What a handsome, happy couple!” 

When the midnight bugle sounded the call to refresh- 
ments, everybody declared that no such brilliant func- 
. tion had ever before occurred west of Philadelphia. Col. 
|} and Mrs. Taylor were supremely gratified, toasts were 
offered and drunk in imported Madeira and responded 
to in the stately language of that day. While thus en- 
gaged, no one observed the rapid transfer of baggage 
which was being made from the apartments of Miss 
Taylor and from the officer's headquarters to the White 
Swan. Only the steward and purser noted that the cap- 
tain and Lieut. Davis’s colored valet appeared to be act- 
ing upon a common understanding. 


Knox Taylor was never so brilliant and witty in con- 
versation as she appeared at this banquet. The lieuten- 
ant also was most happy in his toast and most polite 
and deferential to the commandant. Even the sedate 
young tutor, “Prof. Mills,” as he was called about the 
post, was seen to smile approvingly and sip his Madeira 
in an obscure corner. 


But at last the White Swan blew her whistle, the great 
bell rang, and all bade their hosts good-night and hur- 
ried to the boat.

Of course 
there were ham and eggs—no western breakfast was 
then complete without them, but the good housewife 
also had hot fluffy biscuits and honey, plenty of fresh 
butter, with wild strawberries and cream. All went 
“merry as a marriage bell.” The runaway couple were 
not overtaken. The next packet took them on to Louis- 
ville. Thence they traveled to Lexington to visit Knox's 
aunt, and there letters of importance soon arrived.

|: you met a Robinson Crusoe-like man in some wild 


and desolate country, and were in doubt about his 
nationality the point would be set at rest if you hearé 
him say “Oh!” or else “You see.” If you wanted fur- 
ther proof and heard him tell you “What I mean to say 
is,” you could rest content that he was from this coun- 
try. It is a surer means of identification than a letter 
of credit or a birthmark on the right shoulder by which 
the missing heir is discovered. 


In the mouth of an Englishman or woman “Oh” means 
about twenty different things, and expresses twenty dif- 
ferent emotions. It also sounds so unlike a common or 
_ garden “Oh” that you lose yourself in admiration of a 
people who can do so much with two letters. No wonder 
the English people are what they are. They practice on 
small words and run through the scale of marvelous do- 
ings all] the way to expansion of the empire and records 
in sports. | 


“Oh,” we have decided, is the most eloquent word in 
the language. It expresses surprise, acquiescence, an- 
noyance, disdain, encouragement and fifteen other sensa- 
tions which cannot be enumerated at the moment of 
writing. 


As to “You see,” it is a special pet. It is used by the 
head of the family and his son and his daughter, and his 
manservant, and his maidservant, and if aot by his cat- 
tle, most certainly by the stranger within his gates, who 
picks up the expression, gleefully adopts it as his own, 
and shows it off on every occasion. It is a phrase of 
which you do not get quite so tired as of “What I mean 
to say is.” To this we have a decided objection. Jane 
has to be forcibly restrained from saying: “Good gra- 
| clous! I understand what you mean. Do I look like a 
person of weak intellect?” 


We have advised her not to be tempted to say this, for 
_the person addressed might happen to be very literal, in 

which case he might absent-mindedly say: “Just so; 
_ you are quite right, but what I mean to say is;” and then 
we would have to begin all over again. 

A London paper took up this subject very amusingly 
the other day, and pointed out the extremes to which 
people go who use this phrase constantly. 

to the habit as “What-I-mean-to-say-is.” 
| One of the prettiest little manners, in conversation, 
| more common to the women than the men, is to end ev- 
ery sentence with a question. They say: 

| *“The weather is very nasty, isn’t it? but I must be 
| very careful not to overdress myself, mustn't I? for when 
I go out I am almost certain to catch cold, don’t you 
think so?” 

There is something very attractive about this habit. 
It seems to indicate that the speaker does not wish to 
lay down the law, and state positively what may be un- 
pleasing to his listener, but is quite open to correction. 

“How much prettier and more conciliating,” moralized 
Jane, “than our rude way of saying: ‘It’s awfully cold 
out today. One has to be so careful not to get over- 
heated, for then one is almost certain to catch cold.’ 
Our way leaves no opening for the next speaker. We 
throw down our statements, and walk away, and it is 
very rude.” 

“Just so. You are quite right.” we said submissively. 
“It isn't nice, is it? But then we are uncivilized people 
from a wild continent where they still have Indians, 
haven't they? and you can't expect us to have such good 
manners as charming, well-bred English people, can 
you?” 

Sometime when there is a close season in interesting 
things to do and see I shal! be tempted to write a book 
on “What and where Londoners eat.” It will be a very 
interesting book, and will embrace all classes of places 
_from the Carlton and the Savoy to the A.B.C. shops. 
Some effort will be made to find out if certain foods pro- 
duce certain types, and a whole chapter will be devoted 
to “The Apotheosis of the Brussels Sprout.” 

The English are as conservative about their food as 
they are about most things, except their government. 
They like certain things and they go-on liking th and 
having them to eat for about 300 of the 365 days in the 
year, without apparently growing tired of them and pin- 
ing for a little variety. It is frequently a source of won- 
der to me who does eat all the nice things one sees in 
the shops, for judging by the tastes of the average per- 
son, the majority of Londoners stick to a few dishes and 
never notice the other things put out for their admira- 
tion. 

It would be safe betting that half the families in Lon- 
don, who can afford a good mea! at all, begin the day 
with bacon and eggs. This dish is a fetish. There 
seems to be some mysterious virtue in bacon and eggs, 
or why would old and young, rich and poor, look upon 
it as the very acme of al! that is desirable, as they un- 
doubtedly do? The remainder breakfast on fried sole, 
or kippers, and of course they have marmalade. I am 
not sure if this breakfast is ordered by some act of Par- 
liament, but it may be that it is. If you were to say to 
a cook offhand: “Do you think of something nice for 
breakfast?” she would turn her eyes to the ceiling, then 
drop them to the carpet, and finally say triumphantly: 

“Bacon and eggs, M’m.” 

Personally, I never felt the same toward bacon and 
eggs after reading of the experiences of George Meredith, 
_who called on Dante Gabriel Rosetti at breakfast-time, 
| when he found in the empty dining-room “a huge dish 
}on which rested five thick slabs of bacon upon whieh 
five rigid eggs had slowly bled to death.” 
| Brussefs sprouts and cauliflower are the only two vege- 
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tables of which the average Londoner seems to be really 
fond. There are others, of course, which he occasionally 
tastes, but if left to himself he would enjoy the two 
mentioned without suffering from satiety. Boiled pud- 
dings and “tarts” are the favorite sweets, and an im- 
mense amount of cake is consumed here by all classes 
and people of all ages. Chocolate is almost the only 
kind of sweetmeat to be got, and chocolate can be ob- 
tained anywhere. For mixed candies or “sweets” you 
phave to go to a few American confectioners. 


An article of our faith has been for years that Ameri- 
cans were the pie eaters of the world. It may not have 
been put in exactly that way, but the idea is correct. 
We have pictured other peoples looking with amaze at 
the amount of pastry consumed by the New Englander, 
but we have come to the conclusion after some obser- 
vation that if he does possess that taste, he has inher- 
ited it from his English ancestors. Men, women and 
children—and more of the first than either of the others 
named—eat what they call “pastries” in season and out 
of season, and consume huge pieces of cake with much 
appetite and a total want of self-consciousness. 


The first time we were in an A.B.C. shop enjoying a 
modest sandwich and a cup of coffee, in the intervals of 
looking up inscriptions in city churches, we thought our 
eyes must have deceived us when we saw a quiet, mid- 
die-aged gentleman in a frocker and topper eating oat- 
meal porridge and a thick piece of currant cake. 


“Isn't he funny?” said Jane. “He's doing it for a

eyes bulged. Now we are accustomed to such sights, but 
we feel that the world has been kept too long in igno- 
rance of these facts. 


“It is so upsetting to one’s notions,” says Jane, “to dee 
able-bodied men ordering cakes and little tarts for their 
lunch. Some of them don't get enough of eggs at break- 
fast, so they order poached eggs for their lunch, followed 
by a boiled fruit pudding, or ‘pastries.’ And I never ex- 
pected to live to see men eating porridge for their 
lunch.” 


In many of the quiet city lunch places, men play 
draughts or chess after the meal is over. The habitués 
of the place have their own little coterie which meets 
day after day. And talking of quiet meeting-places, it 
may be of interest to hear that a few of the old city 


want a quiet place into which they can turn at lunch 
time to read or do a bit of fancy work. One church in 
particular, near a great railway station, provides for a 
lot of girls who come in from the suburbs and arrive be- 
fore it is time to go to work. The girls are invited to 
sit in the church, and employ themselves as they please. 
There is a little reading-room off the church for those 
who want to take out books and magazines, and for the 
seriously-inclined there is a very brief service. 


The visitor to London sooner or later goes to old 
Crosby Hall, the fate of which still hangs in the balance, 
to get a good lunch in what was once a palace, and never 
fails to go to Ye Old Cheshire Cheese to eat lark ple ana 
think of Dr. Johnson. Another old restaurant is Simp- 
son's in the Strand. It has become very modern, but 
keeps up some old customs which dre attractive to 
strangers. Here you can sit in a “pew” for your lunch, 
and your joint, or rather that from which you may order, 
is wheeled from table to table, smoking hot over the 
flame. 

The name of the tea rooms and tea shops is legion, for 
they are many. You can get tea with muffins or bread 
and butter and cakes for all sums between eight pence or 
a shilling at a common or garden bun shop to some un- 
reasonable sum at the smartest new tea room on St. 
James street which is at present the craze. The tea 
habit has a firm hold on the Londoner of every class, 
and the visitor falls a willing victim, and consides that 
day lost whose low descending sun does not see her 
drinking tea and eating crumpets with her friends and 
neighbors, similarly employed. Every one has tea be- 
tween 4 and 5. No one would be so ill-advised as to in- 
terfere with this system. Concerts are arranged with a 
view to the tea hour. So are afternoon services, which 
are as a rule at 3 to allow of the congregation getting 
home to tea in good time, and after a matinée there is 
a rush for the nearest tea room where one can recruit 
one’s strength after exhaustion of the emotions. Pass- 
ing down Piccadilly you can see tea trays in the windows 
of the clubs—of course without prejudice to anything 
stronger the members may choose to drink. It should 
have been mentioned that the day begins with tea. Be- 
fore you are thinking of getting up, the maid brings a 
cup of tea and announces the weather. This is as fixed 
a custom as the afternoon tea, or the matutinal bacon 
and eggs. 

Dining and supping in London restaurants is very 
much the fashion, not only with the visitors who want 
to see all there is to be seen, but with the Londoners 
themselves. There is a supply to suit all demands, from 
the “inclusive dinner from half a crown,” to that in the 
smartest restaurant for a sum only limited by the taste 
and purse of the guest. Supper, alas! reminds one too 
much of Cinderella, for she and the proud sisters and 
the Prince and every one else in the place must be out 
at half-past 12. True, that is a half-hour more than Cin- 
derella was allowed, but it seems short enough when at 
the full tide of gaiety, when the conversation is most 
amusing and general, the lights of the Carlton or Prince's 
_ or wherever it may be. begin to grow dimmer, and you 
/are gradually driven to seek your wraps, and dive into 
a cab before you are locked in, and packed away for the 
night with the rest of the furniture and decorations.

FEDERAL PENITENTIARY NEAR 
Fort LEAVENWORTH, KAN. 
By a Special Contributor, 

N EAR Fort Leavenworth, Kan., is located perhaps 

is a Federa) institution, and is remarkable for 
many reasons, noi the least of which is the fact that the 
entire plant has been constructed by the prisoners whose 
home it was designed to be while serving their terms for 
violations of the Federal laws. In the process of con- 
struction many wonderful engineering feats were -suc- 
cessfully carried out, and although it has been almost 
ten years in the building and is not yet entirely finished, 
the total cost, not including the maintenance of the 
convicts which the government would have to bear in 
any event, has been smal] compared to what it would 
hase been had the work been done by contract or out- 
side labor. 


For many years there has existed at Fort Leaven- 
worth a Federa) penitentiary, to which were sent those 


the most unique penitentiary in this country. It 


firet. 

At the top of the hill where the prison was to be built, 
a complete brickmaking plant was Installed, and. the 
prisoners were set to work to accomplish the double 
purpose of cutting down the hill to the proper level and 
turning the clay thus excavated into bricks to build the 
walls and buildings of the prison. To get an idea of the 
magnitude of the work it is only necessary to state that 
the surrounding walls of. the prison were over six feet 
thick at the bottom, 30 feet high, and extended for a 
distance of several city blocks in each direction. As 
fast as the excavations reached the depth called for in 
the plans, the scene was shifted to another part of tne 
hill, until eventually the entire surface was reduced to 
the proper grade. 

The stone needed to make up the concrete foundations, 
as well as that used for ornamental purposes, was quar- 
ried from one of the hills a mile away, and in planning 
the cheapest and best method of transporting the stone 
from the quarry to the prison site, it was discovered 
that by building a smal! railroad, such as all contractors 
use in moving large areas of dirt, practically all the ma- 
terial could be transported from the quarry to the build- 
ing site by gravitation alone. In other words, a car 
could be loaded with stone at the quarry and turned

persons found guilty of violations of the United States 
laws within a certain territory. About ten years ago 
the facilities of this prison were found to be so inade- 
quate to the demands made upon it that the Department 
of Justice, under whose administration it was, took 
steps toward securing more commodious quarters. 
Plans for a new prison were drawn, and a site for its 
location was chosen at the top of a gradually-ascend- 
ing hill lying just within the boundary line of the Fort 
Leavenworth military reservation, and adjoining the 
northern limits of the city of Leavenworth. This site, 
was chosen because it possessed many natural advan- 
tages, and rendered possible the plan of building the 
penitentiary by convict labor. 


Upon investigation it was found that this hill was 
composed almost entirely of a variety of clay admirably 
adapted to the making of building bricks, and this fact 
led to the decision that the entire plant would be con- 
structed of brick made from the clay taken from the 
immediate site of the prison. But a short distance 
away, in one of the neighboring hills, was also to be 
found an inexhaustible supply of excellent building 
stone. 

The plans prepared and the site chosen, Congress was 
asked to appropriate sufficient money to employ a su- 
pervising architect and assistants, and the work of build- 
ing the immense institution was commenced. This ap- 
propriation merely provided for the salaries of the ren 
to supervise the work, and the actua) labor must be fur- 
nished by the convicts incarcerated in the old prison.

The empty cars 
were then allowed to run down the prison hill so far 
as they would go, and then they were picked up by a 
small engine and pushed to the top of the opposite hill 
again. 

As is usually the case in all government work, haste 
is subordinated to good workmanship, and hence several 
years were consumed in the manufacture of sufficient 
bricks to build the outer walls of the prison. During 
all this time the men were quartered at the old prison, 
and daily marched to and from their work. It was 
during these marches that the greatest danger arose 
from the men attempting to escape, because the line of 
march passed through several heavily-wooded areas, 
where M would not be difficult for the prisoners to hide 
should they succeed in escaping. In fact, a number of 
exciting attempts were made during this period, some of 
which resulted either in the success of the attempt or 
the killing of the fleeing convicts. These long marches 
also required a much larger number of guards than 
would be the case if the prisoners were quartered near 
their work, for in the latter case tall lookout boxes were 
erected in which the guards were stationed, and one 
man, armed with a rifle, could command a large area. 
The prison site was also surrounded with a heavy barb- 
wire fence, through which it was almost impossible to 
penetrate.

“They subsist on the scant vegetation, on roots and 
on the animals they kill. Clubs, bows and arrows and a 
few spears are their only weapons. They are primitive. 
but they do not buy their wives; they nave been faith- 
ful to those whites who have befriended them, and they 
paint and draw in an astonishing manner. Much har 
been written of the thousands of animal paintings with 
which they adorn the rocks and the walls of their caves. 

“Why do they not abandon the desert to which they 
are confined? They could not if they would. They are 
hemmed around by pastoral and agricultural regions. 
all occupied by strong tribes, who kill them like vermin 
if they venture across the line. 

“If they were free to leave the desert it is doubtful if 
they would do so, for they are a hunting people, and 


such tribes have never voluntarily become a pastoral

“The whites have been even more destructive of the 
bushmen than their native enemies. Late in the eight- 
eenth century the Dutch used to shoot these little peo- 
ple as they would game.

attending strictly to their own affairs. The snakes 
sunned themselves on the old foundation wall, heedless 
of our presence; the lizards ran about over porch and 
netting, meeting us upon the most friendly terms: the 
squirrels quietly went in and out between their burrows 
and the neighboring grainfield. 


But the rats were troublesome neighbors, of boisterous 
and insurgent proclivities. Tney were the ordinary tree 
rat, usually seen near its nest of leaves and twigs in the 
top of the live oaks. But these rodents, since their tran- 
sition to more pretentious quarters in the old stone 
house, had developed boldness and self-assurance. They 
openly flouted our claims to supremacy. No sooner had 
dusk fallen than they invaded our quarters like fvur- 
footed whirlwinds. The house resounded to their 
clamor. They climbed like squirrels; their strength and 
pertinacity were amazing. They ran up the rough walls, 
sealed the cupboards, hurdled over chairs and tables. 
No spot, save the swinging shelf that held our groceries, 
was secure from their forays; nothing save metal and 
the heaviest crockery could withstand their sharp teeth 


and prying noses.. They scoffed at poison, they ignored 


traps, and the multitude of breaks and holes through 
which they gained access to our rooms defied successful 
patching. Fortunately, however, we slept upon the 
porches outside and, though the raids of these pests were 
much of a nuisance, we could shut the doors at night 
and sleep undisturbed while they romped and raced 
about the interior. 


Under the influence of the dry, vitalizing air of the 
valley, my companion quickly rallied, and together we 
made a number of trips about the adjacent country. 
Several times we climbed Mt. Gleason and explored its 
spurs and cafions. The northern slope of the mountain 
is far from prepossessing. About its foot, fire has swept 
the slopes and blackened stumps dot the chaparral. For 
some two-thirds of the distance to the top, there is little 
in the way of cover, and the trail is soft and of a daz- 
zling whiteness that draws the sun's heat and makes the 
ascent much of an ordeal. But, once the summit is 
gained, it is well worth the exertion and discomfort at- 
tendant upon the climb. For here are ice-cold springs, 
gushing from beds of moss and mountain grasses; giant 
pines and fragrant cedars; and a prospect that embraces 
Catalina on the one hand and the Tehachepis on the 
other. There is also much of interest upon the moun- 
tain; mine shafts and tunnels and a deserted stamp mill; 
old stone arrastres, with piles of cream-colored tailings 
heaped beside them, and odds and ends of quaint and 
rude machinery used in connection with early mining 
methods. In the dust of the trails and the ooze of the 
springs, one may note the autograph of many a denizen 
of the wild; the clean-cut imprint of a deer’s hoof, the 
broad impress of a mountain lion’s paw, and the tracks 
of coyotes, foxes and other smaller brethren of the 
brushy hillsides. Because of its isolation, Mt. Gleason 
has few visitors, save prospectors and an occasional 
hunting party. Its cafions are fresh and clean, its groves 
unlittered by the excursionist. The “shoe-box picnicker” 
has not left his trash about; the initial-cutting vandal 
has not hacked the trees and cabins. 

I had intended to stop but a few days in the Soledad, 
but time slipped by, a week lengthened to a fortnight, 
and a fortnight became a month. For so peaceful and 
quiet was the valley that one day slipped insensibly into 
another without any appreciable passage of time. The 
drowsing, sunny hills, the scent of sage and juniper, the 
song of birds and drone of bees in the buckwheat, all 
exerted a somnolent influence upon the visitor. A dozen 
times I set a date for leaving, a dozen times deferred de- 
parture. 

One Saturday, however, I roused myself from the spel] 
that the valley exerted, roped my pack, and set out for 
home. It had been my intention to cross Mt. Gleason 
and follow down the north fork of the Tejunga, but a 
reconnoissance of this route (made while on a day’s trip 
up the mountain.) had shown that such a course was 
impracticable. The North Fork trail was in dubious 
condition at the summit of the mountain, and as it de- 
scended into the gorge it became more and more over- 
grown, until at length the white-horn swallowed it so 
utterly that it was useless even to guess at its former 
whereabouts. I was therefore obliged to take a more 
roundabout route by way of Aliso Cafion and Mil) Creek 
to the Big Tejunga and, shouldering my pack, turned 
my steps to the north of the mountain, crossed the Sole- 
dad Wash and the low range of hills to the east of it and 
struck into Aliso Cafion just above what is known as the 
“Bloom Ranch,” rather an appropriate name, by the way, 
for there, between the reddish-brown slopes of the 
cafion, this ranch spreads an oasis of verdant fertility, a 
blooming bouquet of fruit and flowers, berries and al- 
falfa. 

Lunch was eaten at the branch roatl that leads to 
Kentucky Springs; by 2 o’clock, | had paysed the group 
of deserted buildings once known as the Tejunga mines, 
and soon after, at the foot of the trail that climbs the 
divide between Aliso and Mill Creek Cafions, came on 
the old, red-roofed Schaefer quartz mill, which still has 
most of its equipment intact, though the building itself 
has suffered severely in recent winter storms and shows 
many gaps in walls and roof. , 

A climb of 600 feet carries one to the crest of the di- 
vide, from whence the road zigzags down into the head 
of Mill Creek Cafion through some of the densest chapar- 
ral that our near-by mountains can show. Fire, appa- 
rently, has never visited these slopes, and the brush 
forms an impenetrable cover that, viewed from a dis- 
tance, has the appearance of a growth of coarse grass, 
so even and thickly does it lie upon the mountain sides. 

I had expected to find a wagon road leading down Mill 
Creek, but the track is seldom more than an i!!-defined 
trail. It is a pretty cafion, with a rippling little runnel 
of water and many bosky thickets, of almost swampy 
character, where native grasses, ferns and flowers form 
a heavy carpeting under foot. But there was a notice- 


able lack of bird and animal life; no sign of deer or 
coyote, no screech of mountain jay or call of quail, no 
sign of life save the occasional dart of a lizard among 
the dried live-oak leaves. 


Camp that night was made at the Willows, a dense 
tangle of shrubbery that fills the cafion bottom solidly 
from side to side and stretches up and down the gorge 
for a long distance. Beneath the thick arcade of 
branches, Mill Creek (now augmented by numerous stna!! 
tributaries and grown to a vigorous size) leaped and 
tumbled, filling the twilight with the clamor of its hurry- 
ing waters. It was rather a damp and cheerless spot, 
with little to commend it as a camping place, but the 
labyrinth of willow tangles stretching interminably down 
the cafion offered nothing better, and already the day- 
light was fading in the gorge. A fire, therefore, was 
built upon a sandbar, supper prepared and despatched, 
and a bed scooped out in the lee of a willow thicket. 

From the Willows, two routes could be formed. One 
Was by way of Mill Creek, to its junction with the north 
fork of the Tejunga, thence, by way of a wide detour 
over the ridges, finally strking the Tejunga proper near 
the mouth of Fall Creek, and continuing down the cafion 
to Hoyt’s Ranch, where the Dark Cafion Trail communi- 
cated with the Arroyo Seco. The second route was by 


way of a trail that quitted Mill Creek at the Willows, - 


and, following a southeasterly course across the moun- 
tains, reached the Tejunga a short distance below the 
mouth of Alder Creek. From there, the way led down 
the Tejunga to Coldwater Cafion and the Colby Ranch, 
across Strawberry Mountain and through Long Cajon 
into the head of the Arroyo Seco. I should have chusen 
the former route, but had been advised by prospectors 
whom I met that the trail below the mouth of the North 
Fork had been almost obliterated by the heavy rains of 
the past two or three winters. Therefore, | turned my 
back upon brawling brook and ~brushy tangles, and 
climbed the steep pathway that led up the eastern wal! 
of the gorge. 

Tradiuon speaks of a wagon road having crossed this 
divide, and indeed in places were what appeared to be 
old wheel ruts, though the horses that drew a vehicle 
up such a grade must have been bred of Pegasus stock. 
And farther on, where the trail broke from the ridge 
and pitched down the southerly face of the mountain, 
even a burro would have had to pick its way with cir- 
cumspection. The track began well enough, but abruptly 
lost itself in the bed of a narrow gulley that nature de- 
signed to carry off the waters of a mountain spring. So 
precipitate was this miniature chasm and so importunate 
the rush of the little stream in its narrow bed that it 
was a matter of no little difficulty for a pack-laden pedes- 
trian to follow it down. Farther on, however, the gul- 
ley widened into a small cafion, where a trail once more 
made its appearance, and presently, through the inter- 
vening willows, the gravelly bars and winding channels 
of the Big Tejunga came into view. 

Here was encountered the first real difficulty of the 
trip. The trail, which led so plainly to the water's edge, 
failed to reappear upon the farther bank. In the old 
days, the track followed the northerly bank of the stream 
from Alder Creek to Colby’s boundaries, but there now 
remains but a suggestion, here and there, of this former 
pathway. And in the creek bottom, heavy storm water 
and the aimless wanderings of many cattle had blotted 
out all traces of a path. For an hour or more ! vainly 
sought a trail among the dense willow thickets of the 
bottoms and through the chaparral of the banks, only 
to be baffled by the drifting sand, the divergent creek 
channels and the maze of cattle tracks. At length, aban- 
doning the attempt, | struck out downstream, wading in 
water, bucking brush, picking a way over rocks and 
windfalls. And at last, | came upon a track, which, 
when followed, led to a pole fence, that I took to be a 
boundary of the Colby Ranch in Coldwater Cafion, a sur- 
mise soon verified by the appearance of the ranch fields 
and orchards. 

Of our near-by mountains, perhaps none is more dis- 
tinctive in character than Strawberry Peak. Of a differ- 
ent formation from its fellows, its summit is outlined in 
massive perpendicular gray cliffs, at the base of which 
lie great masses of talus, half-burying the pines that 
stud the lower slopes. The trail, in climbing the saddle, 
goes to within 600 feet of the summit and is sternly un- 
compromising. It zigzags steadily upward, with scarcely 
a level shelf on which to stop and rest, and the pack- 
weighted climber must needs take it in installments. 
But these frequent pauses for breath do not wholly rep- 
resent waste time. For from the Strawberry Trail are 
afforded some of the finest of our near-by mountain 
views. North, east and west lies a tumbled chaos of 
peaks, spurs and ridges. Due north, Gleason raises its- 
rugged shoulders; Pacifico thrusts its white-slashed head 
into the northeastern sky; Pine Mountain shows its tree- 
clad summit farther to the eastward, and beyond, tier on 
tier, rise the misty peaks of the farther ranges. A sinu- 
ous green ribbon marks the course of the Tejunga; a sec- 
ond winding strip of verdure indicates the bed of Alder 
Creek. It is a view well worth the heat and exertion of 
that perpendictlar scramble. 

A second night's camp was made at the western foot 
of the mountain, in the head of Long Cafion. Here was 
an abundance of fine water, a neatly-constructed rock 
fireplace and numerous flat rocks suitable for seats and 
tables. Barring the numerous stones that would persist 
in making their presence felt in one’s bed, the spot was 
an excellent one for a camp. 

' | was now on the home stretch. By 9 next morning 
Switzer’s was passed and the trail across the ridges to 
the lower Arroyo taken. Eleven o'clock saw Dark 
Cafion passed; by noon, Lover's Lane was left behind. 
At 2 p.m. | scrambled out of the mouth of the Arroyo, 
gave my pack a last hitch and struck out for the car line. 
And when, three-quarters of an hour later, the trolley 
clattered over the Southern Pacific tracks at Aliso street, 
it signified that the triangle was completed.

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Triumphs of Surgery. 

WONDERFUL ACHIEVEMENTS OF 

) PRESENT-DAY MEDICAL MEN. 

) 

From Manchester Chronicle. 

HE other day the news was telegraphed from Berlin 
T that Prof. Sultan had performed a remarkable op- 

eration. An old man had fired a bullet into his 
heart from a revolver. Examination by Roentgen rays 
showed a powder-blackened canal through which the 
bullet had made its way into the heart. Thirty hours 
after the attempted suicide the old man was on the op- 
erating table, and put under anesthetics, The chest wall 
was opened, and the heart exposed. The heart was 
lifted up and turned round, and then was seen a jagged 
wound which apparently marked the exit of the bullet. 
With that beating heart in hand the professor sewed up 
the edges of the wound, closed the chest wall, and the 
operation was complete. The patient is now walking 
about with a bullet somewhere in him, though perhaps 
he hardly knows where to find it. Otherwise he is sound 
as ever. 
The Man Who Wouldn't Die. 

En passant let me tell the story of another man, also 
a German, who has been carrying a bullet for years, but 
in his heart, embedded as firmly as if in a lump of wood. 
Some five or six years Herr Max Meyer, then 22 
years of age, was shooting birds in his father’s garden 
in company with a friend. His friend shot a bird. 


Meyer stooped to pick it up. But by this time a second . 


bullet had left his friend's revolver, and pierced his 
heart. 


He was carried to the Leipzig Hospital. There, uncon- 


scious for three days, his heart beat only five times to 
the minute. On the fifth day a Roentgen ray photograph 
was taken of his heart. The fluorescent screen disclosed 
the lead embedded in the muscles of the right ventricle. 

Strictly speaking, Meyer ought to have died, but didn't. 
The wound healed up, and he was discharged from hos- 
pita] cured. Then he toured the clinics of Europe as a 
sort of miraculous exhibit of the instruction of the sur- 
geons. His heart has been Roentgen-rayed at King’s Col- 
lege Hospital and Guy's Hospital in London, where the 
experts told him that if he lives a regular, abstemious 
life, there is no reason why he should not last for years. 
The last time I saw him he was certainly in good-going 
order. 


Berlin and Battersea. 


The correspondent who sends the account of Prof. 
Sultan's operation says he believes it to be “absolutely 
without parallel.” This is not quite correct. The par- 
allel case comes also from Berlin, where operative sur- 
gery in more boldly experimental than in this country. If 
Battersea had been Berlin there would have been no 
statue raised in a public park to the memory of the 
Brown Dog.. | 

The case to which I have referred was that of a young 
girl who, like Herr Meyer, had been accidentally shot. 
She was taken to the Municipal Hospital in Berlin. Un- 
der Roentgen rays the bullet was seen to be enfleshed in 
the walls of the heart. Dr. Zoeger von Manteuffel, of 
the Dorpat University, made an incision in the breast, 
laid the heart bare, forced out the bullet by a slight 
pressure of the surrounding muscle with his thumbs, and 
sewed up the wound. A few days afterward the girl 
was out of hospital “as well as ever.” 

While one marvels at the boldness, manual dexterity, 
and success of such operative surgery as this, one mar- 
vels hardly less at the strange light in the Crookes tube, 
which throws the foreign body embedded in the tis- 


surgeon to locate it without waste of time or difficulty. 
What the Roentgen rays have done for surgery is an old 
story; what they will do for it is a story for the years 
to be. They not only tell the surgeon where to hook 
the Saturday's ha’penny in the small boy’s gullet, and

In the London hospi- 
tals many men not less devoted have been maimed for 
life. 

The hands 
of others are a mass of sores; their finger nails broken 
and crumbling. Still they work—and still they suffer. 
but the public for whom they labor never hear them 
murmur. 

Meanwhile, the wondrous art of the surgeon is making 
vast strides forward. And the father of it all—the man 
who has made modern surgery possible—lives as Lord 
Lister. He and Sir Frederick Treves, who knows more 
about appendicitis and gunshot surgery, probably, than 
any one in England, are sergeant-surgeons to the King. 
Before Lister’s time surgery lost hundreds of cases in 
operations of a kind now safe and common; it allowed 
many patients to die because it dare not perform them. 
Lister’s antiseptic treatment began the new way to suc- 
cess—the way of clean wounds, clean hands, clean in- 
struments. By “clean” I mean asceptically clean. Pa- 
tlents under operation may now and again die from 
shock. But they seldom die blood-poisoned from what 
may be called germ dirt.

Here Dr. Lagrange of Paris cuts 
a bit of skin from a patient's leg and makes it into an 
eyelid, which had been burned away; yonder, away in 
New York, Dr. Andrew L. Nelden cuts off the ear of one 
man who volunteers it for a price, and grafts it on the 
head of another.

Surgery is a great and noble work in our day. It may 


be a still greater work, it cannot be nobler, in the days- 
to-be.

A careful examination was made of all the water- 
sheds and springs in the neighboring counties, but if 
was soon realized that to adopt any of them would sim- 
ply mean a costly method of shelving, but not solving, 
the difficulty. 


Where the Water Comes from. 


Finally, the late James Mansergh, M. Inst., C.E., 
was commissioned by the Council to make researches 
further afield, and, on his recommendation. what is 
known as the Elan Valley scheme was eventually 
adopted, the bill providing for it receiving the approval 
of Parliament in 1892, while the actual engineering work 
was started in the following year, and last year the 
works were completed as far as it is at present intended 
to carry them. 

The site of the reservoirs is the junction of the water- 
sheds of the Elan, a tributary of the Wye, and of its 
tributary, the Claerwen. The total drainage area is 45,- 
562 acres, or over seventy-one square miles. 

According to the complete scheme, no less than six 
reservoirs are provided, three on the River Elan and 
three on the River Claerwen, but so far only those on 
the Elan have been brought into use, and it is not pro- 
posed to proceed with the construction of the others un- 
til need arises, which, it is anticipated, will not be for 
many years to come. 

The three reservoirs which have actually been con- 
structed are the Caban Coch, situate at the junction of 
the Elan and the Claerwen, with an area of 500 acres 
and a total capacity of 8,000,000,000 gallons; the Pen-y- 
Gareg, with an area of 124 acres and a capacity of 1,320,- 
000,000 gallons; and the Craig Goch, with an area of 217 
acres and a capacity of 2,000.000,000 gallons.

SOME SUGGESTIONS ABOUT THE USE OF 


FERTILIZERS.

T 


ard or hillside and cafion depth. 


HE glory of the garden now shines forth at its 
fullest; at no other time of the year is so much 
splendor to be viewed in either garden, field, orch- 
It is well to improve 


this opportunity to get the best results, and to that end 
we should feed plants just coming into bloom or to 
bloom in the near future. No mistake can be made by 
judicious fertilizing at this time, for the reason that all 
plants are, or should be, in a receptive condition, and 
will take up food greedily. Whether you use well-rotted 
Stable manure, liquid manure made from the same or 
some commercial brand, do not overdo it. Feed little 


and often rather than much at a time. 


If your garden 


is small or the plants to be treated few in number it is 
best to buy a commercial fertilizer which may be ob- 
tained through almost any nurserymen or seedsman. 
There are cases where a strictly chemica] fertilizer 
would be best by reason of immediate results becoming 
necessary, but unless you are well acquainted with the 
action and effect of these chemicals they are a source of 
danger to your garden, and had best not be experimented 
with. There is little choice of brands of the commercial 
commodity; as our State laws regarding the same are 


very good. Buy any brand, but fertilize. 
Hustle With Roses. 


If your rose beds are not fully planted, lose no time 
in getting plants at once, for the sooner in now the bet- 
ter for both plant and planter.

Ceylon’s Botanic Gardens. 
The Roya! Botanic Gardens of Ceylon have long been

known as important centers of scientific work in sys- 
tematic and economic botany. These gardens form a 
| department of the public service in Ceylon, under a di- 
rector. The headquarters of the department are located 
in the principal garden, about four miles from the city 
of Kandy, a town of 20,000 inhabitants. It is reached 
by rail, and also by a good carriage and cycle way. It 
has an area of 150 acres, and an altitude of 1500 feet. 
The garden contains a splendid collection of tropical 
plants; arranged like an English park with wide spaces 
of lawn. In the center lie the buildings of the museum, 
library, herbarium, and laboratory, in close neighbor- 
hood. Besides the regular staff employed by the gov- 
ernment, facilities are extended to visiting botanists for 
| scientific research, and the gardens are largely visited 
by travelers, the Island of Ceylon being on olie of the 
world’s main routes of travel. 


There is another garden of forty acres not far from 
the port of Colombo, which is devoted chiefly to econom- 
ic botany, including experimentation with imported 
rubber trees. Twelve acres of this tract are stil] cov- 
ered with the original jungle, forming an interesting 
feature of the garden. 'A third garden is maintained on 
the side of Hakgala Mountain, and comprises 550 acres, 
only thirty of which are under cultivation, the rest be- 
ing untouched natural country, some covered with 
jungle, and some being grass land. Ceylon lies in the 
little more than half that of the State of Ohio.

Fresh Greens. 


One should never feed hens anything old and rotten. 
Buying lettuce of a Chinaman, one gets many outer 
leaves that are often decaying, the cut article having 
been kept in water. To feed decaying lettuce greens 
among the better green will cause bowel trouble, as 
tens do not discriminate, but gobble down the decayed. 
Nothing rotten should be put before them. The habit 
of throwing swill at random in the poultry yards is a 
pernicious one, does more harm than good. Lettuce is 
i splendid green for hens, and particularly for chicks, 
out one should wash it clean, for fear it has been stand- 
ing in foul water. What is best, one should grow a let- 
tuce bed for his chickens and feed it fresh, and only 
what the chicks will eat up at once.

| Railway Autocrats. 


These and other kindred little possibilities imported

friend and I occupied was a dingy, darkling cell, which 
you entered from a corridor. 
metically sealed, shut out the fresh breeze and

object in that place felt viscous, dank and oozy. You 
shrank from contact with the cushions, the seats, the 
door handle; indeed, you feared to look scrutinizingly at

on end. Some few distractions we had, and foremost 
among these was the inevitable interview with the staff 
of the train; guard, conductor, head conductor, and in- 
spector.

ugly customer,” Your Honor. 


On the Russian lines there are no railway servants, 
but only railway autocrats. And what is true of rail- 
ways is true of nearly every branch of public service in 
the provinces. Autocracy on a petty scale is rampant. 
It is seemingly the outcome of a propensity inborn in the 
Russian to lord it over others. No Czar ever wielded 
such absolute power as these head conductors of trains 

and captains of steamboats. I have seen them—on my 
‘recent trip | saw them—perpetrate most unseemly acts, 
which the Sultan of Turkey would not venture to do 
without screening himself with the intervention of a 
third person. I have seen bribes in nature assume the 
form of outrageous tribute, which in America would set 
lynch law in operation. 

Fraudulent Passengers. 


| There were two empty compartments in the corridor 
of our carriage, but the autocrat of the wagon refused to 
allow us to enter them. A petty railway official, who 
came into the first-class compartment, and heard of the 
empty compartments. took possession of one, although 
he was traveling gratis, and had no right to be in the 
first-class. The other, containing four seats, was occu- 
pied by the controller, a man named “Kedgoon the Sec- 
ond,” who smoked strong cigars there, held receptions, 
and issued ukases. At night our beds were made, and 
we received bed clothes for a consideration. After a few 


| minutes we flung them into the corridor, and if the win- 


dows had not been hermetically sealed would have flung 
them on to the steppes. Then we isolated ourselves in 
our army blankets, and sat up, sick at heart, and irri- 
tated in limb. 


Russian railways are unique in many ways. The 
customs that prevail on several lines would be deemed 
grotesque in Abyssinia. Tens of thousands of passen- 
gers refuse to buy tickets, and bribe the conductors to 
dispense them from showing any. “Hares,” or “blind 
men,” is the name of this numerous class of travelers, 
who generally patronize the third class. Sometimes 
these “hares” are so numerous that bona fide passengers 
are forced by the backsliding officials to stand outside 
on the platform. while the interlopers sit and smoke, and 
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take things easy. Several] times when the company’s 
losses became scandalously excessive a few new brooms 
were sent to sweep away the abuses. But they might 
as well have tried to sweep the ocean from its bed. In 
such cases the conductors used to make their protégés 
jump from the train a few minutes before the controller 
came along. Some passengers disliked jumping, and 
preferred to take refuge on the roof. When one of the 
latter was killed by a _ bridge, and one of the former 
broke his back and died, the matter became public, and 
people felt sorry for the persecuted “hares.” So the 
custom continues. “Poor fellows,” I have heard people 
say, “they would not be ‘hares’ if they had money to 
buy tickets.” 

An amazing and amusing admission of this was pub- 
lished to the world by the semi-official Russian organ - 
in Warsaw the other day. The eyewitness, M. Chenko, 
describes his experience thus: “] am sitting in a third- 
class carriage, and I keep my eyes open. The head con- 
ductor enters, holding in his hand the traditional punch. 
He is accompanied by the conductor. ‘Tickets, please!’ 
he cries. And then—well, then I was simply thunder- 
struck. Among those who were traveling with me were 
about thirty individuals, mostly Jews, who had no tick- 
ets at all. One and all, therefore, gave the conductor 
coins of twenty or thirty kopecks. The head conductor. 
hanging the punch on his wrist, pointed out the passen- 
gers who had not yet presented either ticket or coin. 
‘That one has not been examined,’ he would gay. The 
second conductor, putting the twenty and the fifteen 
kopeck pieces into his pocket, would remark: ‘No, no. 
That's too little. Fork out as much again.’ I was keenly 
interested by all this, so 1 also looked into the adjoining 
compartments of the carriage. The procedure theré was 
exactly the same. Then I sat down again, and asked my- 
self: What is the use of theoretica) treatises and im- 
passioned articles about the way to increase the returns 
of our railways? The thing is hopeless when in one 
compartment alone over thirty persons are traveling 
without tickets.” And these were passengers whose 
designation lay some hundreds of miles from the place 
of departure. 

Who would not be a “hare” and travel comfortably 
and almost gratis, when law-abiding passengers, who 
pay their fares, are huddled together in dirty carriages. 
or obliged to stand on the platform and may be com- 
pelled to wait five or six hours or even two or three days 
before they can get tickets? This is not a figure of 
speech, but a sober fact, attested by mumerous wit- 
nesses. For example, the other day eighteen passen- 
gers, including Dr. Troinin, sent ai telegram to the 
board of the Ryazan Railway complaining that people 
were obliged to form a queue in the open air and to wait 
there six hours for a ticket. “For lack of wagons, they 
have to live three days at the station, begging shelter 
of the rajlway servants.” Force the public in any 
country to choose between paying full fare, which entails 
their waiting hours or days for a ticket, and then being 
treated like cattle, or traveling smoothly a distance equal 
to that between London and Paris for three halfpence or 
twopence, and they will probably do as the Russians 
do. It is human nature. 

The most curious trait, characteristic of Russian rail- 
way enterprise, is this: The greater the amount of busi- 
ness the lines do the severer are their losses, because the 
cost of conveying passengers and freight increases in 
direct ratio to the increase in the quantities of goods and 
the numbers of travelers conveyed. That reminds one 
of the Russian peasant who, making excellent chairs at 
a very low price, was patronized by a philanthropist from 
the capital, who soon found that he could sell any num- 
ber of such chairs at a big profit. So he said to the moo- 
shik: “My good man, I think I can do you a service. 
Instead of ordering five or ten chairs at a time I will or- 
der ten dozen. How much cheaper can you let me have 
them then?” “Cheaper! I can’t let you bmve them 
cheaper.

Ringing Piants. 

N answering a question of a vine grower at Sacra- 

mento as to the benefits in early fruiting from ringing 
the vine, it seems to me the trial of this process is not 
worth while. The only object is the production of early 
fruits. This does not pay in California, where the di- 
versity of climate and situation is so great that early 
fruit may be placed upon the markets in a natural way. 
As to injury to the vines, if all the main branches were 
ringed the results would be weakening to the stock. 
Where only a few main branches were so treated, the 
effect would not be noticeable. The practice of ringing 
has no commercial import in California, yet it is a profit- 
able practice in some of the eastern States. It is said 
this process will often make barren plants set heavily to 
fruit, as a “gophered” orange tree will bear heavily for 


example. Tomatoes and other herbaceous plants lose. 


vigor so readily that ringing cannot be used in such 
cases. 

> 
Unique Farming. 


HILE driving over a portion of Orange county with 

a prominent taxpayer a few days ago, | came across 
a “farm” that looked like a setting from Boerland, and 
altogether unusuai even in this land of surprisihg things. 
It was the Cawston ostrich farm, and there were in 
one pasture over 450 ostriches, most of which were 
young birds nearly grown, and but few chicks less than 
the size of a kraut barrel. If seems that the manager 
of this enterprise is not satisfied with the location of 
his birds, though to a novice it looks like an idea! situa- 
tion. But the question of forage is the cause of the con- 
templated change of location. Alfalfa is the chief food 
of these giant birds, and the farm is not ideally good 
for this crop. Upon a level tract of alfalfa land the 
birds could be maintained much cheaper. At present 
the ostriches are given cabbage by the wagon-load, about 
a ton being required for one day's ration. Of course 
they do not feed merchantable cabbage, but use the 
imperfect heads, leaves, sprouts and stalks left after the 
harvest is finished. The La Habra Valley has hundreds 
of acres of cabbage, and the haul is only a mile or so to 
the ostrich farm. 

At this place eight pairs of ostriches are kept for 
breeding purposes. These are kept in small corrals, a 
pair in each for years, or until one of the faithful family 
dies. No shelter is needed either winter or summer for 
the breeding birds. The hen lays about eighteen eggs 
annually, though the number varies greatly. One had 
sixteen eggs and another ten when we approached the 
“nest,” and eleven when we turned to another corral. 
Every other day an egg is added til! the laying season is 
The foreman told me he had to keep an incubator 


imbibing freely a man should avoid coming upon this 
farm suddenly.

Back Country Conditions. 


ORTICULTURAL San Diego is decidedly upon the 

advance, and is no wwell on the way to recovery 
from the burning drought that struck the back country 
ten years ago. .It may not have recovered as quickly as 
did the other stricken sections of Southern California, 
but with the gradual improvements in the country’s 
water supplies the present progress can be maintained 
without difficulty. At any rate, the orchards and vine- 
yards there are in finer shape than they have been, and 
the section is again producing some of the best citrus 
fruits to be found in the State. I noticed another favor- 
able symptom upon my visit to San Diego the other 
day. The orchardists are beginning to view the para- 
sitic insect problem in a fairer light. Heretofore too 
much dependence has been placed in the work of benefi- 
cial insects. It is altogether a matter of proportions, for 
no one who is an observer would place entire reliance 
upon either artificia! remedies or friendly insects. 


The tendency is to neglect pests with no insect enemies, 
while awaiting the often tardy work of effective para- 
sites upon other pests in the same locality. In San 
Diego county this policy has been very destructive in 
many cases, It is true that parasitic insects are more 
effective in the coast counties of the State than in the 
interior, but it is usually only in degree, and the grow- 
ers of each section must adopt a working policy in. ac- 
cordance with the average experience of years in the 
use of measures toward pest control. [ note a decided 
tendency in Orange county to depend less upon benefi- 
cial insects and more upon fumigation, and San Diego 
is falling in line. It is a very easy and sometimes fatal 
habit for growers to persuade themselves that every 
boasted parasite is a sure-thing remedy. If a friendly 
insect is valuable nothing can prevent its demonstrating 
the fact in some locality where it may be liberated. We 
must give up the idea that there is a parasitic insect 
somewhere that will control every pest. There is no 
proof to that effect in the events of the last few years. 


Why Groves Fail. 


AM asked by an old Californian, who has been here 
| Foret if it is advisable for him to plant orange 
trees in view of a possible overplus of oranges. As this 
is a question in the minds of many prospective planters, 
I will answer all by saying that no one knows whether 
it be advisable or not. It depends so largely upon the 
individual himself that a definite conclusion is impos- 
sible. If it were corn in Iowa or wheat in Dakota, the 
answer would be easier, though the same principles 
guide, namely, the capacity of the grower to handle his 
soil, his crops and his business generally. Husbandry 
is not as simple in orange culture as it is in so-~<alled 
“plain” farming. As far as the demand for oranges is 
concerned, and the prospects of future profits, I can see 
nothing doubtful ahead, for I look for no great increase 
in the output of this fruit unless conditions change. 
There has been practically no increase in the orange 
crop for years, in spite of the enormous plantings that 
have been made. It is a hazard, of course, to predict 
what may be the status of orange growing five or ten 
years hence, but listen to the following arguments, and 
from them let every one who is contemplating a new or- 
ange grove of his own decide for himself as to the ad- 
visability of the venture. 

In the first place, it is profitable to state that the ex- 
actions of citrus-fruit culture are becoming more severe 
every decade. This fact is having the effect of weeding 
out inefficient growers, and of lessening the size of the 
crops until the adjustment of men fit for the task is fin- 
ished. Inefficiency may come from inability to master 
even the plainer details of culture, from trying to grow 
fruit by proxy as many owners do, or from other causes 
entirely subject to control, but which hundreds of grow- 
ers never will control. Nearly a quarter of a century 
ago I saw the very beginning, and if the pioneers of that 
time had known of the exacting conditions that were to 
confront them in 1908 I doubt not they would have hesi- 
tated to set afoot the great enterprise of today. If there 
were any citrus-fruit diseases then, or adverse soil con- 
ditions no one mentioned them. I was unable to see 
anything wrong with this infant industry at that time. 
Now it looks quite the reverse, and yet the difficulties if 
they weed out poor farmers, by the same tOdken they 
make more secure and profitable the business of the en- 
terprising grower. 

In those ideal days the soil, newly planted to orange 
trees, was both rich and fertile. We believe that the 
same soil, now completely ramified with orange roots, is 
yet practically as rich as it was twenty-five years ago. 
That it is not as fertile all will admit. There is cer- 
tainly abundant plant food there, but it may be infertile 
from at least two causes. The soil richness may not be

N addition to the simple, hardy roses, the little white 

Scotch single rose is still well worthy of cultivation, 
though seldom listed by nurserymen. It is always one 
of the first to open in my garden; the flowers, though 
small, have a special freshness and grace of their own, 
and are borne very freely in wreath-like form along 
the many slender branches. | remember it as common 
in New England gardens in my childhood, and in old 
cemeteries it still flourishes after long years of neglect. 

The so-called “grass roses” may also be classed as sur- 
vivais. Rarely more than two feet in height, these 
sturdy little bushes have maintained themselves and ex- 
tended by suckering to large clumps, marking the sites 
of old houses long after every vestige of the roof tree, 
save a half-overgrown “cellar hole,” has disappeared. 
The loose, semi-double roses are deliciously fragrant, 
and their deep, rich pink or rosy red is the true rose 
color. Occasionally, in an old garden, the striped form 
is still found, the “York and Lancaster’ rose of old Eng- 
lis memories. 

These roses are worth growing, if only by way of con- 
trast with the newer and finer varieties. They ask only 
a corner in the garden where they can be left un 
molested. 

Among single roses, the Japanese rough-leafed or ru- 
gosa type has an important place. Its rich, deep green 
foliage is not subject to the common insect pests that 
disfigure so many others. It makes a solid growth, very 
effective as mere shrubbery, and the occasional large, 
single flowers, appearing in small clusters throughout 
the season, are very decorative, and so are the large, 
brilliant hips that succeed them. It is entirely hardy, 
and thrives with little attention, though all the roses are 
gross feeders and do best in rich, mellow ground. 

There are many hybrids now of the rugosa family, but 
those that I have tried in my own garden are all inferior 
in foliage, though some have fine, double flowers. Of 
the single type, the white variety seems a little less vig- 
orous than the red-flowered. Both are easily grown 
from seed, as well as increased by suckering.—([Country

Selecting Seed Potatoes. 

HAT improvement of plants and animals may be ac- 

complished by selection of the parent stock has be- 
come a generally-accepted theory. Some species of the 
domestic animals have, after several centuries of selec- 
tion, been bred to almost a perfect type. Within the 
past few years a great work has been done along the 
line of improvement of plants by selection, especially 
corn and the other cereals. Probably less work has 
been done toward improving the potato than with any 
of our other great food plants. Yet enough has been 
accomplished to prove that no plant can be more quickly 
improved both in quality and yield than the potato. 

It has been a common practice in the eastern States, 
and to a certain extent in the West, among those who 
grow potatoes for family use, to plant only the small 
potatoes and culls that are left in the spring after the 
supply for the house has been picked out. This is, of 
course, the worst possible kind of selection, and always 
results in degeneration, or what is known as “running 
out” of the stock. Because of this, varieties of one 
generation are unknown in the next. On the other hand, 
there are localities in Colorado where the same variety 
of potatoes has been grown for the past twenty-five 
years, and is better and more productive now than when 
introduced. 

Commercial growers have not made this mistake to so 
great an extent, but have generally made a practice of 
selecting a good type and a medium size of tuber from 
the bins during the winter for the following crop. In

Economizing Garden Labor. 

AST year I had rows of different kinds of garden 

vegetables 40 rods in length, and very early I went 
through with a one-horse cultivator, going twice in ev- 
ery space, and tien very little hoeing was required. By 
repeating the operation frequently, only one-fourth as 
much work was required as by the old method prac- 
ticed in Vermont. 


For a garden, I would prefer a clover sod worked up fine 
with a disk harrow. Half must be put in very early, the 
other half about the middle of May in New England. A 
week after planting | would cultivate, using a cultivator 
with small teeth about like harrow teeth. If a marker 
was used, there will be no trouble in following the rows. 
Then with a garden rake stir the the ground not touched 
with the cultivator, and if it is a hot day, more than 
half the weeds wil) be destroyed before they come up. 


If it is possible to save three-fourths of the labor in a 
garden, it is evident that a man can save from $50 to 
$100 a year in his labor bill on the whole farm. There 
is a double action about this, increasing the income and 
at the same time cutting down expenses, which wil! 
turn failure into success.—[Vermonter out West, in the 
New England Farmer. 


Cut Worms. 


ROF. L. H. BAILEY offers the following remedies 

for the cut worm: “Encircle the stem of the plant 
with heavy paper or tin. Arsenties sprinkled upon 
small bunches of fresh grass or clover, which are scat- 
tered at short intervals about the garden toward even- 
ing. They will often collect under boards or blocks. 


“Arsenites mixed with shorts or bran, and placed about 
the plants. Make two or three deep holes by the side 
of the plant with a pointed stick; the worms wil) fall in 
and cannot escape. Dig them out. Plow infested land 
in fall to give birds a chance to find the worms. Kainit 
or muriate of potash applied liberally as a fertilizer has 
been advised.”

The Fight Against Alcohol. 
¢ NE of the most remarkable social movements of 


the present year is the general assault by prohibi- 

tionists throughout the country—with exception of 
a few Rocky Mountain sections—upon the fortresses of 
the “rum fiend.” 

The present movement is splitting up communities 
and even families as they have not been divided since 
the Civil War. In Illinois, this m@nth, 2000 cities and 
villages vote on the question of “wet” or “dry.” The 
contest is being waged in some portions of every county 
in the State except twelve, most of which went dry last 
November. In some of the cities the fight is being car- 
ried on with an intensity seldom equaled, and the lines 
are being so closely drawn between the friends of the 
saloon and its foes that for the time being activities in 
the big political parties have been brought to a practi- 
cal standstill in order that they may not conflict with 
the strife over prohibition. In nearly a dozen of the 
larger cities the saloon fight has developed such bitter- 
ness that personal friendships are being split, business 
is divided and political lines are being obliterated. In 
Joliet the contest is so bitter that the business men are 
split into two hostile camps that are so much at logger- 
heads that trade is suffering. Merchants who are fight- 
ing for a dry town are being boycotted by the brewery 
and distillery interests. 3 

The distillers and brewers are beginning to “sit up 
and take notice.” From various sections comes the 
news that they will take steps to “weed out the bad sa- 
loons.” This is rather too much like deathbed repen- 
tance. It would have been better had the plutocrats of 
the liquor trade shown an earlier disposition to discoun- 
tenance and discourage some of the grosser evils that 
attach to the traffic. 

It is about time that some of the opprobrium and re- 
sponsibilit¥ of the liquor traffic should be placed where 
it belongs—on the big brewers and distillers. 

The wholesalers have got out big placards, which you 
may see stuck up in saloons, telling, in big type, what 
immense sums farmers and others will lose if prohibi- 
tion prevails. Rather a weak argument, this. Hungry 
‘olk all over the world will continue to provide a mar- 
xet for such American grain as is not spoiled to make 
beer and whisky. 

The present anti-alcohol movement is by no means re- 
stricted to this country. Recently a number of German 
scientists representing the universities of Munich, 
Zurich, Basle, Leipsic, etc., in discussing the chief cause 
of the existing physical deterioration in that nation, 
drew up and published the following statement: “It is 
an absolute scientific fact that alcoholic drinks, more 
than any other factor, injure our national life, dimin- 
‘sh the physical and intellectual forces of our race, im- 
pregnate them with hereditary diseases, and lead to de- 
generacy.” 

Dr. Bollinger, of Munich, said that as a result of ex- 
cessive beer drinking, “it is very rare to find a normal 
heart and normal kidneys in an adult resident of the 
city of Munich.” 

It is estimated that nearly one-half of the young men 
in Germany, between the ages of 18 and 22, are incapa- 
ble of bearing arms, the prevalence of heart disease hav- 
ing increased among them by 300 per cent. within the 
last twenty years. Beer drinking is considered one of 


ents 


\ the principal causes of this degeneracy. 


A few years ago a measure was passed by the Cham- 
ber of Deputies of France to rescue the French peuple 
from the.perils of alcohol. In all parts of the city of 
Paris, among other official placards and notices, were 
seen large white posters with clear, black type, headed 
“Alcoholism—Its Dangers.” They began: “The artifi- 
clal stimulus that alcohol produces quickly gives place 
to nervous depression and weakness. In Reality, Alco- 
hol is Useful to no One; it is Harmful to All.” The evils 
which the habit of drinking brings in its train were cata- 
logued. They included “loss of affection for one’s fam- 
ily; forgetfulness of social duty; distaste for work; mis- 
ery, crime, and all kinds of physical maladies.” The 
concluding words were as follows: “With reference to 
the health of the individual, the existence of the family, 
and the future of the country, alcohol is one of the most 
terrible of scourges.” 

The steady decrease in the birth rate of Western 
Europe, that is alarming monarchs, who see their “food 
for powder” disappearing, is attributed by some to the 
increased consumption of alcohol. It is pointed out that 
in Mohammedan countries, where alcohol is not used, 
the birth rate is increasing. 

Sir Henry Campbell Bannerman, Prime Minister of 
Great Britain, was recently quoted as follows, in a Chi- 
‘ago paper: | 

“Drinking is increasing in Great Britain, especially 
in the large cities, to such an extent that I believe it is 
today one of the greatest dangers, if not the greatest. 
we are facing. 

“I do not say that I am in favor of absolutely prohib- 
iting the manufacture and sale of intoxicants. But I 
most assuredly believe the time has come when the gov- 


ernment should pass legislation looking to the success- | 
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ful control of the business—perhaps, in time, absolute 
prohibition would come. 

“Most of the other evils to which I have referred may 
be traced either directly or indirectly to the crime of 
drunkenness. Correct that, and infant mortality, de- 
population, ignorance, poverty, etc., will to a large ex- 
tent correct themselves.” 

Following is an extract from a London dispatch under 
date of March 26: 

“Thirty-two thousand saloons, which is one-third of 
all the public houses in England and Wales, are to be 
closed by the British liberal government if it can over- 
come the resistance of the House of Lords. Urged on 
by enthusiastic temperance reformers, the government 
has introduced into the House of Commons its anti- 
saloon bill, and is driving the measure along despite 
one of the most strenuous fights ever waged against an 
English legislative measure. . 

“The British brewers have subscribed a lobby fund 
of $500,000 to fight the temperance advocates, and they 
are concentrating their energies to defeat the bill in the 
House of Lords, where they have a better chance than 
in the Commons. 

“At present there is one public house to every 370 in- 
habitants in England and Wales. The Liberals declare 
this is a scandal, and they want to have not more than 
one ‘pub’ to every 700 people in towns and one to every 
500 in the country. 

“When a ‘pub’ has its license taken away, its owner 
will receive a money grant, secured by a special tax on 
the liquor trade. This system of compensation will con- 
tinue for fourteen years, after which no money will be 
paid to saloon-keepers when their business is closed. 
The fourteen-year time limit is imposed so that the 
public house owners can have time to insure themselves 
against loss by the abolition of their trade. 

“Twelve hundred million dollars is invested in the 
breweries of England and Wales, and the shares in 
the brewing companies are held by 250,000 people. Ev- 
ery shareholder is a rampant opponent of the neW tem- 
perance bil, and is shouting himself hoarse in voicing 
his opposition. 

“Beside shutting down the 32,000 saloons, the bill 
makes it illegal to sell alcoholic drinks on Sunday ex- 
cept during one hour at midday and two hours in the 
evening. To see that clubs carry out the regulations im- 
posed on them detectives are authorized to enter any 
club-house at any time, from the exclusive Athenaeum, 
downward, and conduct an investigation.” 

One saloon to every 370 inhabitants would give Los 
Angeles 840 saloons, instead of 200, as at present. 

It is also proposed gradually to abolish that pictur- 
esque feature of British life, the barmaid. 

This “medicinal use” humbug is one of the great ob- 
stacles in weaning people from alcohol. C. 8. Boggs, a 
resident of East Los Angeles, over 80 years of age, who 
uses neither flesh food, liquors nor tobacco, holds that 
the per capita consumption of alcoholic beverages in the 
United States will continue to increase—as it has in- 
creased during the past quarter of a century, notwith- 
standing prohibition activity—while the puplic is taught 
by “authorities” that alcoholic liquors have medicinal 
virtues—are strengthening and healing. There will be 
about $80,000,000 worth of patent medicines imbibed 
during this year, these “medicines” containing from 
15 to 50 per cent. of alcohol, or from three to ten 
times as much as light wine or beer. Then, add to ihis 
the enormous amount of alcohol in the “ethical” dope, 
prescribed by physicians, and can you wonder that the 
appetite for liquor is renewed faster than ‘t can be 
quenched? 

The medical fraternity—or that overwhelming ma- 
jority of the members of the medical fraternity who 
prescribe alcohol, either with drugs or “straight”—is 
largely responsible for the prevalence of the liquor habit, 
as it is also for the cocaine, morphine and opim habits. 

While we cannot, in the light of experience, hope to 
overcome the craving for alcohol by repressive legisla- 
tion, or to prevent those who so crave it from obtain- 
ing it, there are several things that may be done to les- 
sen the admitted great evils that now attach to the 
traffic in intoxicants. Let us glance at some of these. 

(1) High license is regarded by many, who do not be- 
lieve in prohibition, as a sort of panacea, or cure-all. It 
is all right, so far as it goes, but remember that the 
character of the man who runs a saloon is of far more 
importance than the amount of license which he pays. 
Indeed, a man who sells adulterated liquors and encour- 
ages the presence in his place of bad characters and 
sells at illegal hours, on the sly, can better afford to pay 
a license of $100 a month than his competitor, who fs 
decent, and obeys the laws, can afford to pay $50. When 
a license is granted, a thorough investigation should be 
made of the charactef and record of the applicant, who 
should be the bona fide and responsible lessee, not a 
mere stool pigeon for a brewery. Then, after two 
offenses, a third should be the signal for an absolute 
revocation of the license, not to be granted again, in a 
few weeks, to a relative or barkeeper of the offender, 
but never to be granted again for the same location. 
This is the rule in some Canadian towns, and it works 
well. It tends to make people careful.

Whole Meal Bread. 


fCORDING to an article in Harper's Magazine, the 

United States Department of Agriculture, after six 
years’ investigation, has decided that whole-meal bread 
is less desirable than white.

One of the great faults of the modern dietary is that it 
is too concentrated. Hence constipation, “appendicitis” 
and other Ills.

White bread contains as much pro- 
tein as whole-meal bread—some white bread contains 
more than some Graham bread. I[t is not a question of 
protein, but of the important and necessary orgunic 
salts, found in the human body.

Chlorine and 
sodium—together forming chloride of sodium—are 
needed for che gastric juice.

Few people know where the sttaw for making summer 
hats comes from. A great part of it is grown in Italy. 
To make suitable straw the wheat is sown as thickly as 
possible, in order that the growth of the plant may be 
impoverished, as well as to produce a thin stalk having 
toward the end from the last knot the lightest and long- 
est straw. The wheat blooms at the beginning of June, 
and i> pulled up by the roots by hand when the grain 
is half-developed. If allowed to remain in the ground a 
longer time the straw would become brittle. About five 
dozen uprooted branches, the size of the compass of two 
hands, are firmly tied together into little sheaves and 
Stowed away in barns. Then the straw is again spread 
out to catch the heavy summer dews and to bleach in 
the sun. After additional bleaching the straw is put 
into small bundles and classified. Finally it is cut close 
above the first joint from the top and again tied up in 
small bundles containing about sixty stalks each.— 
{Golden Halfpenny. 


FISH TO RID CITY OF PEST. 

Tampa's efficient chief of sanitation is determined to 
rid the city of mosquitoes this summer, or at least elimi- 
nate that pest as effectually as it is possible to accom- 
plish that much-desired end, with the aid of fish as de- 
vourers of the wiggletails which at times infest the cis- 
terns about town and propagate mosquitoes. He has a 
trio of fishermen catching minnows for this purpose, 
and today proposes to distribute an army of small fry 
among the tanks and water receptacles around the redl- 
dences and business places. 

The minnows, several hundred of which were caught 
yesterday and placed in a large tank at sanitary head- 
quarters, will be conveyed to all parte of the city, to be 
used as slayers of the embryo mosquito.—[{Tampa Cor- 
respondence Florida Times-Union. °*

Anti-Poison Oak. 


HIS is the most beautiful time of the year in the 

foothills and cafions of California. For many the 
pleasure of visiting these playgrounds of Nature is 
marred by the presence of poison oak—rhus toxicoden- 
dron, from which the homeopaths make a favorite rem- 
edy—and poison ivy. These plants specially affect those 
who are not immune when in bloom and the wind blows 
the spores into the open pores of a perspiring skin. The 
“regulars,” among other things, advise laxafive medi. 
cines and opium—always one poison to cure another. 
It is about time for the editor to again print his simple 
and infallible preventive, for which he is indebted to 
that good man the late Dr. Carl Schwalbe. Here it is: 


Take a level teaspoonful of concentrated lye. Pour 
on it a quart of boiling water. When cold, bottle for 
use. Before going where you expect to be exposed tc 
poison oak, rub the liquid over all exposed parts of the 
skin. Do the same on your return. If you leave a smal! 
piece of skin untreated, it will be affected, unless you 
are immune. That is all. 


The above is a preventive. A reader sends the editor 
the following, which she assures him is a sure and rapid 
cure for the painful results of rhus poisoning: 


Steep 5 cents’ worth of chewing tobacco in a pint of 
boiling water. Dip a flannel cloth in the solution, wring 
dry, and apply to the affected parts, which will turn 
white. 


Now, if you follow these simple directions, you may 
safely go and gather poppies, and “shooting stars,” and 
yellow “violets”—which are small pansies—and ferns. 


Getting the Best of Father Time.
